MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) — A spokesman 
for President Anaslasio Somoza said early today the 
government lias tentatively accepted a demand to 
lelease eight i^evolulionanes in exchange for the 
foreign minister and 16 other prominent kidnapped 
Nicaraguans. 

A band of six leftist guenil- 
las stormed a suburban cock¬ 
tail party Friday night, killing 
two guard.s and the caretaker 
and seizing nearly three-dozen 
hostages, including the am- 
bassaikjrs to Washington, the 
ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions. and the mayor of Mana¬ 
gua, as well as Foreign Min¬ 
ister Alejandro Montiel. 

All but 17 of tile hostage.s 
were freed during negotia¬ 
tions. 

Presidential sjiokcsman 
Ephraim Hueso said a de¬ 
mand for a J1 million ransom 
was still under negotiation. 

Government sources said 
Oiba has declined to provide 
asylum to the rebels and 
memljers of the foreign dipl*>- 
matic corps wei*e meeting 
with &>mt>zB to find an alter¬ 
native country. 

Hueso. said the go\emment 
had no obiection to providing 
the guemllas with safe a>n- 
du'-is. 

During the course of the 
day and night Saturday they 
released 18 hostages, includ¬ 
ing the Chilean ambassador 
ank his wife, two sixiiety ma- 
tn>iV three children, seven 
senants. and four members 
of an oi’chestra. 

The guerrillas spniyed the 
suburban home with machine- 
gun bullets, killing two guards 
and a caretaker. One guerrilla 
and one of the hostages. Dan- 
ilo Lacayo. general manager 
of tlie Nicaraguan Exxon sulv 
sidiary. were wounded. 

The party was held in the 
honor of U.S. Ambassador 
Shelton Turner, who left the 
reception 20 minutes before 
the raiders burst in. 

Somoza declared martial 
law. ordered a curfew, and 
surrounded the captured resi¬ 
dence with troops. He nego¬ 
tiated with the rebels through 
the night, with An-hbishop Mi¬ 
guel Ovando Bravo serving as 
go-between. 

Hueso said the six kidnafi- 
pers. four men and two 
women, did not stipulate a 
country for safe passage, but 
he said the government as¬ 
sumed they wanted to go to 
Cuba. 

Tlie raiders belong to the 
Sandinista Liberation Front, 
named after Cesar Sandino. a 
legendary guerilla of the 1930s 
who fought against the U.S. 
occupation of Nicaragua.

ENOVGH FOR SEVERAL N-BOMBS 

Plutonium missing 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - Enough plutoni¬ 
um is missing from the Kerr McGee produc¬ 
tion facility in Crescent. Okla., to make sev¬ 
eral nuclear bombs. National Public Radio 
reported Saturday. 

Between 44 pounds and 66 pounds of the 
radioactive material is unaccounted for, 
NPR said. Nuclear bombs require about 4.4 
()ounds of plutonium. ^ 

The Kerr McGee plant has had aeVeral in¬ 
cidents of serious plutonium contamination, 
and various allegations have been made that 
quality control data for the facility has been 
falsified. 

Kerr McGee • produces experimental fuel 
rods to be used in the government’s fast 
breeder reactor program. 

Dr. Ersell Evans, a vice-president of Wes- 
tinghouse, was quoted in an interview with 


NPR as saying he heard from an Atomic 
Energy Commission official that ‘20 kilo¬ 
grams — 44 ixtunds — was missing or unac¬ 
counted fttr. 

An AEC official. Dr. Donald Knulh. ac¬ 
knowledged AEC was having significant 
problems with accountability at the Kerr 
McGee plant, but he refused to say how 
much plutonium was not accounted for. He 
did say the amount was significant enough to 
reiiuire the company to re-audit. 

Knuth said the AEC does not routinely 
audit plutonium inventories, but depends cm 
company records. 

A Kerr McGee laboratory technician, 
Karen SiKvood. was killed in an automobile 
accident as she drove to mteet a reftorter to 
document alleged laNificatiun of company 
records.

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THE ABOUTIOMSTS of our country, 
those who fight the return of the death pen¬ 
alty for murder one, like to tell the world 
that the repeal of the death penalty has made 
us all just a little more civilized. 

They are. of course, making a mistake. 
We are just as uncivilized as ever, the only 
difference being that now the wrong people 
are being executed. The good guys go to 
premature graves whereas the perpetrators 
of murder are, for the most part, allowed to 
return to society at some time in the future, 
after having spent relatively little time be¬ 
hind bars. 

THE ABOLITIONISTS employ other tac¬ 
tics. Just as misle>'iding, to con the' public 
about the lack of deterrent fact in the death 
penalty. Just recently they quoted statistics 
showing that of three southern states still 
carrying the death penalty on the books, 
each had a creaier incidence of murder than 
•any of the states where the death penalty is 
outlawed. 

Yet the city of Detroit alone, has racked 
tip 790 murders this year i probably up an¬ 
other 10 -by now» and the rest of Michigan 
surely chipped in with a few others to put the 
total somewhere near 850 for the year. Geor¬ 
gia. one of tl;e three states mentioned by the 
abolitionists, was f.ar below- this Michigan 
carnage. 

A.M) WK SHOI LD also ask the abolition- 
ist.s if. even in those states which have the 
death penalty, any murderers have been put 
to death in recent years? Of course they 
haven't, so while the penalty is on the books, 
the murderer knows he will not pay the ul¬ 
timate [»enalty. The deterrent factor can not 
be proven under such circumstances. 

It IS the same in Canada. Since 1968, 12 
policemen and i>ne prison guard have been 
murdered. Not one person has been executed. 

This makes mockery of the judge and jury 
system, shows a complete disregard for the 
kiw.s of Canada. 

>!EN LIKE Pierre Trudeau. Warren All- 
mand, Jean-Pierre Goyer, have stated their 
nwn abhorrence of the death penalty and, 
therefore, their own personal feelings take 
prci cdencc over the feelings of the vast ma- 
loniy of Canadians who put them in office. 

Damrnit all, can't they see what they are 
<ioing? Can't they understaml the tenor of the 
Toimffy?’ They are merely playing into the 
hands of the stupidity, the barbarism of vigi¬ 


lante action. We are, thankfully, somewhat 
remo\'ed from the gun mania which has 
swept the United States. The citizens ol Seat¬ 
tle. for instance, are estimated to own 
enough hand guns to equip the whole Canadi¬ 
an Armed Forces many times over. 

Ol’R LEADERS are terribly naive if they 
think the same thing couldn’t happen here in 
Canada at some time in the future. The sale 
of handguns in Victoria has gone up rather 
significantly of late, which can do nothing 
but make the whole place an armed camp. A 
hig^ily pessimistic view? Unfortunately, an 
all-too-realistic view. 

The police forces of our country are show- 
ing unmistakable signs of being near the end 
of their tether in this whole discussion. The 
murder of two Mounties in Moncton, the 
killing of a policeman in Calgary, has 
brought the feeling to fever pitch. Various 
police associations are now militant in.their 
calls for the return of the death penalty. 

THE CALGARY GROUP wants Solicitor- 
General W.irren Allmand removed from of¬ 
fice. And significantly, the Calgary group 
.wants the death penalty re-imposed for ALL 
capital murder charges, not just for those 
who kill policemen or prison guards. In their 
view and the majority of Canadians agree 
with Them — the value placed on the life of a 
policeman or a guard, should not be greater 
than the value of the Ufe of any citizen. 

And while they are at it, the police associ¬ 
ations should make one thing perfectly clear 

that they are (^posed to the hangman’s 
noose as a method of carrying out the death 
penalty. The spectre ot this noose Is a thorn 
in their own cause. 

IT SIMPLY <iIVES the abolitionists fuel 
for their ’'uncivilized” rantings. There arc 
many other methods of execution available, 
most of them far more satisfactory than the 
gallows. 

If there is to be a change in Ottawa’s 
thinking on the subject, it will have to be 
bixKight about by the same massive display 
of public concern that marked the recent MP 
wage hike brouhaha. And I would think the 
public participation would come as an ad¬ 
junct to strong representations made by 
every police body in the land — municipal 
forces, provincial forces, the RCMP.

His chief economic atf- 
viser. an Englishman, pri¬ 
vately conceded that the sheik 
is accumulating a surplus of 
$600 million a year. 

“We arc not afraid of West¬ 
ern civilization.” he says. 
"We have our religum, our 
customs, they cannot change. 
Ttie furetgitvrw wre helping vis ■” 
to develot) Dubai. We can 
grow rich together.” 

Dubai is the only Persian 
Gulf state whim has not 
seized a share of its foreign 
oil concessions.

The impcHiant thing is to 
avoid any heaN-y meal or 
meals late at night. 

Limit night snacks to some¬ 
thing harmless—like milk and 
crackers. 

Antacid may be used about 
an hour after eating to coun¬ 
teract any acidity.’

"1 knew things wouUl 
be difficult, but I was sure 
Sheik Mujib wixild lead u.s to 
our 'Sonar Bangla.’ «»ir tlold- 
en Bengal." 

Sheik Mujib. a« he is popu¬ 
larly known here, did lead 
Ranglade.sh lo independence, 
but Hossain and millions of 
other Bangladeshis are find¬ 
ing the Bengal he now runs as 
prime minister far from gold¬ 
en. 

Three months ago. Hossain, 
by then a lieutenant-colonel in 
the Bangladesh army, re¬ 
signed his commission to 
enter the political battlefield 
— against Sheik Mujib. 

The leader of a new lelhsi 
party explained wh\ 

"During our w ar of indepen¬ 
dence. the people m the coun¬ 
tryside gave us bread and 
rice and wnatever they could 
to help us." Hossain, said. 
"Many lost their homes when 
the Pakistani army came and 
burned thei^* villages for sup¬ 
porting us. 

"Bui the peciple never mind¬ 
ed it. because they tho-.ight 
they would get f«jod alter lib¬ 
eration. Instead, people are 
dying of hunger, the same 
people whose house* were 
burned for helping achieve in¬ 
dependence. I felt I must .sol¬ 
dier again for the people, so 1 
entered politics. "

‘We will give leadership’ 


T hey were sine words the federal finance 
minister spoke in his budget speech of Nov. 18. 
Much higher prices for food and energy, said 
John TMmer, had made more difficult the task of 
reconciling the efforts of the various social and eco¬ 
nomic groups to maintain or increase their shares 
of the national income. 

"Given the inflation which has occurred, no 
one group is willing to e.xercise restraint unless it 
knows that others will also exercise restraint. 
Rather each group feels compelled to seek protect 
lion against the highest rale of inflation which it 
thinks might occur. 

'The hard truth remains, however, that in this 
stroggle the sum total of all the claims on the na¬ 
tion's resources — however justified they seem to 
be — clearly exceeds what is in fact available to be 
shared. No group is likely to succeed in getting the 
full share of the real national pie to which it feels 
entitled. So long as each continues to attempt to en¬ 
force its claim by pushing up its price, its wage, its 
interest rate or tax rate, the outcome can only be 
further inflation. We have to find a better way of 
reconciling the competing interests of the various 
groups which make up our society. No group need 
lose in this search. Indeed, if we succei^. all can 
gain because the over-all performance of the econ¬ 
omy will be enhanced by controlling inflation. 

"This is why we need a national consensus 
about whal the various groups can safely take 
from the economy over the next few years. Co¬ 
operation must he the watchword. We will gi\e 
leadership, but we will not try to impose solutions

A message of hope 


"'TX3LERANCE IS BETTER than reefnge, com- 
A passion is better than anger.” The words wer e 
Her Majesty the Queen’s, and the occasion the 
delivery of a dignified, courageous and inspiring 
message to the peoples of the Commonwealth on 
Christmas morning. 

In an obvious reference to the lamentable Irish 
I roubles. Queen Elizabeth w-as able to sound a note 
of optimism when she said: “We may hold different 
ixrints of view but it is in times_ of stress and diffi- 
i-ulty that rvc most need to i-emMnber that we have 
much more in common than there is dividing us.” 

Ther e was some r-eason for her expression of 
hope. The precarious cease-fire offered by the mili¬ 
tant Provisionals of the Irish Republican Army still 
held, and before the end of the 11-day truce which 
commenced Dec. 22. it is expected some suitable 
r esponse will be forthroming from Parliament. 

The Rev. Ian Paisley, leader of the Democratic 
Unionist Party in Ulster, an influential and militani 
Protestant, has disclosed what he believes are the 
IRA requirements if the per iod of restraint Ls to be 
extended. 

He said the IRA will expect the r-elease of all 
detainees—whether this would include suspected 
lerrmrists actually charged was not clear—and the 
withdrawal of British troops to their barracks 
within two months “if the ceasefire held.” 


This last is considered a most import ani 
concession, on the part of the IRA. and seems pos¬ 
sible of acceptance. 

But the disarming of police, another of the 
IRA demands, in the light of events of the past 
seems unlikely to be acceptable. 

The idea, presumably , would be to leave law 
enforcement to local "community groups,” a rather- 
risky device in view of the far from abated tensions 
in the troubled province. 

Finally, the IRA would r-equirc the r-elcase of 
all political prisoners. And onr-c again ther-e will be 
difficulty in interpretation of the ter m. 

Merlyn Rees, secretary of state for Ulster-, has 
pr-omi.sed that there will be a British "respon.se.” 
JusI whal. remains to be seen. 

It is safe to say that as long as the ceasefir'e 
lasts the British governmeni will halt internment 
of suspects and keep the army’s presence as incon- 
.spicuous as possible. And. as time goes on. in¬ 
ternees held on suspicion of participation in terr or¬ 
ist activities would undoubtedly be r-eleased — 
although not all at once. 

But in the [^t three .vears there have never- 
been more significant signs of war weariness. 
Queen Elizabeth recognizes them in her- message of 
encouragement for the rediscovery of goodwill 
among the people of Northcr-n Ir-eland.

Snowflake patterns 


The Iac>. symmetrical 
snowflakes popularized in kin- 
ilergarten cutouts are really 
dainiy dropouts. 

.Metoorologisis have found 
the "workhorse" flakes that 
do the real .job of making a 
cloud <lrop its burden of water 
are ugly duckling.s that as¬ 
sume irregular forms. For the 
most |)art they fall in the mid¬ 
dle latitudes.

Tlte "clashic'' snowflake, 
say scientists, "is most apt' to 
oi cur on the passive edge.s of 
vigoious storms or when a 
storm is just developing or 
deca>ing. Shallovv Arctic 
clouds over the Greenland ice 
»ap seem to be breeding 
places for such pristine crys¬ 
tals" 

Ice crystals form high in 
Ihr atmosphere, where the 
water vapour of clouds 


freezes around microscopic 
particles - such a.s dust 
motes — afloat in the air. 
the National Geo graphic 
Society sa>'S. As more water 
vapor co^enses on these 
crjslals. they gradually 
tvecome heavy enough to fall. 
Tossed about in churning air 
currents, the crystals bump 
against each other, breaking 
off tiny chi|>s of ice. Each 
chip in turn may .<tart a new 
(ly.stal. 

\s long as the temperature 
remains frigid, the ciystats 
usually fall individually. How¬ 
ever. as they pass thnnigh 
layera of warm air, they 
may collide in gigantic "traf¬ 
fic iatns." clumping together 
as Ihev flutter down. 

Thus, a thousand or more 
ciyslals may adhere to shatie 
a single flake. The form and 
size a snowflake takes when it

"They have served as the 
traveling emissaries for pres¬ 
ident*. hut often their dipk>- 
niatii: missions have been 
myxiliKi*. Presideni Nixon 
sent Vice President Spiro 
Agoew «ai several such global 
XHiimeys. Afterwards NLxon 
barely act'oroed Agnew a half 
h<mr to hear his refiort. 

Lyndon Johnson, who had 
once held the vaunted }N)sition 
id venale majority leader and 
was one of tlie most pcMcrful 
ever to bear that title, never 
hid his frustration as the sec¬ 
ond man in the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration.

Rockefeller brings into Ihe

In hci* foreword, Georgette 
V’achon states that her pur¬ 
pose is to tell, from the view¬ 
point of the observer, the 
«tory of Canada’s pioneer avi¬ 
ators and their exploits. 

11 is the author’s intention. 
moi*eovcr. to write neither as 
a historian nor a biographer, 
though she i.s qualified to do 
both. To do so, .she feels, 
would estrange herself fnim 
the people and subject she 
knows so uel). 

The book is a "labor of 
love" that has resulted in an 
#*n.k)yable. well-illustrated sur- 
\ey history of flying with a 
distinctly Canadian accent. 

The list of acknowl¬ 
edgements is impressive, 
many of the best-knovs-n fig¬ 
ures in Canadian a\iation 
having helped the author in 
the course of her 10-ycar proj¬ 
ect. Philip C. Garratt, winner 
of the 1951 McKee Trophy. 
Canada’s highest award for 
contributions to aviation, 
wrote the preface. 

There are approximately 70 
ucll-chosen and clearly repr«>- 
duced black and white ph«v 
iiigraphs and illustrations. 
The.se effectively complement 
the l-t-l pages of text. In addi¬ 
tion, there are reproductions 
of newspaper pages and hanri- 
Kills, al! of which add to the 
storyline. 

’rhe text, translated from 
the French by Mary Dowmey. 
is both informative and enjoy¬ 
able reading, and will ac¬ 
complish a rare thing: it will 
encourage the young reader 
or adult who is less familiar 
with this field to explore it in 
greater depth. 

Historical material in¬ 
terspersed with vignettes and 
poetry recount how- Canadians 
and others flying in Canada 
have contributed to advances 
in aviation. 

An the wife <if Romeo Va- 
fhon, one of Canada’s mo<t 
important axiaiion pioneers 
and McKee Trophy winner of 
19!*,7. the author recounts the 
incidents and individuals that 
"animated ’ her own environ- 
menl. She knew personally 
many of the people she writes 
about. 

This b»x>k is subjective in 
approach: Madame Vachon 
does not carry events as far 
as a historian normally would 
and leaves out some impor¬ 
tant events such as the estab¬ 
lishment of the fii*st regular 
daily international airmail 
service between Victoria and 
Seattle, by Boeing and Hult- 
bard in March. 1919. 

Howe\-er. because of the 
per.sonal nature of the ac¬ 
count. the emphasis of the 
hvX>k is almost exclusively 
concerned with ea.stem Cana¬ 
da and to a very limited ex¬ 
tent, the Prairies. The author 
has done everything she ap¬ 
parently set out to do and has 
covered the subject well.

1’his is a book for those who never tire of delving into 
every last detail of western Canadian hUl»»r>’. and for those 
who. planning a trip o\er the Yellowhead Inierprovincial 
Highway, cate to slow their high-i>o\vered cars enough io as¬ 
sociate the landmarks with the pathfinders. 

MacGregor. Scoliisb-born engineer, former chairman of 
the Alberta Power Commission, and author of 11 other book.s 
on western Canada, knows the Yellowhead from wide reading 
and long residence in the fitothills. For perspective, he con¬ 
centrates on the section of the Jasper Valley winding from 
Roc-he Micite to Mount Rotison and Tele Jaune Cache. 
What a name! 

The book begins and enil.s with Pierre Hatsinaton, the 
Iroquois with the lain! of white blood which gave his hair a 
yellowish hue, who. scarcely 10 years after he had lopeti 
acros.c his pass and built his famous irache,. was left some¬ 
where in the mountains, scali>ed and dismemltered.

Tele Jaune's ghost hovers about the narrative, hut not 
obsessively. Other native hunters who ti’avelled in the van of 
the fur trade’s westerly probings receive due recognition; we 
are reminded frecjuently that their descendants, and those of 
the voyageurs and white fur traders with whom they mingled 
and whom they helped immeasurably, live in the Jasper 
region to this day. 

The Yellowhead was by no means the first pass the while 
man used over the Rockies, but MacGregor regards it as the 
one most fascinating historically.

It’s doubtful whether anyone today could 
build up such an extensive collection of Cana¬ 
dian antiques, even a person with unlimited 
funds. After all. antiques arc a diminishing 
commodity.

V*AIJ>KZ Valdez, known 
as the "Swit/erland pf 'Alas¬ 
ka.'* IS shaking from growth 
at the terminus of the largest 
man-made project ever con¬ 
ceived — the trans-Alaska 
pipeline. 

Since spring its population 
of 1.100 has tripled. Values 
are ehanging as pipeline 
workers, bulldozers, and bu¬ 
sinesses pour into town. New 
banks and a courthouse are 
being built. 

But it is the feelings of the 
longtime residents of Valdez 
that have changed the most. 

On a hill above the city 
Owen .Meals watihes it all. 
Meals is a ipiiet nuin who has 
seen the little town undergo 
three U>>ms smee 1898 the 
gold rush, an earthquake, and 
now the oil loish. 

When he talks of how things 
change, his eyes twinkle 
and history and the future in¬ 
tertwine. Once owner of the 
Valdez, power and light plant, 
pilot of the first flight from 
Valdez, to Fairbanks. Meals 
loves to tell people how it all 
began 

In 1905. 11-ycar-old Owen 
was peddling pajicrs and 
peering through the saloon 
doors of a gold-hungry town 
Valdez came into existence in 
1898 as an embarkatkm point 
for gold panners moving up 
the Klondike Trail to the gold 
fields. 

There were. »)h. about 
5.00(1 to b.OOO here then, htii 
everyone was just moving 
through. It was all dogsled 
traffic, you know. They didn’t 
have snow plows then, " says 
Meals. 

In 1904 came the earth¬ 
quake. followed by tidal 
waves that wa.shed Valdez 
into the sea. Meals led the 
bravest residents to a site at 
the mouth of the deepest ice- 
free port in AViska and gave 
them 240 acres of his private 
land on which to rebuild. New 
Valdez was bom. 

In 1974 the oil rush. And 
Valdez, chosen as il>e termi¬ 
nus for the $4.3 billion proiev i. 
puffed out her chest once 
again. 

•‘Everything is either 


growth ov death, you know. 
There’s nowhere you can ever 
go to avoid change.” says 
.Meals, a man grown tame by 
change. 

He looks down at New V'al- 
dez — the grid of pi-e- 
packaged homes, the raw 
land awaiting ITO modules for 
ccmstruction workers, and box 
lots which have jumped from 
$450 to 510,000. “ValiaiU Val- 
dez.” he breathes. 

His eyes trace the bay over 
to the tanker terminal being 
built on bedroi'k to accommo¬ 
date 250-foot-diameter storage 
tanks for « rude oil. berths for 
heavy tankers, a ballast 
water treatment plant, and 
dormitories f«ir 2,800 workers. 

"It will put the pvramids to 
shame.’ say some t.wvns- 
l»eople. By tlie deoad'*’s end. 
riey will fUm ini i the ter¬ 
minal and Valdez, will never 
lie the same. 

This fall. \’aUlez. whose 
total assessed value is only 
$15 million, jiassed the largest 
municipal Umd issue ever 
|nMpik>e<t in the I'nited States. 
Now it’s awaiting the $2 bil- 
li»»n in Nwds wfkch will lie 
paid fur and secured by oil 
companies, with Vaklez re¬ 
ceiving I per cent of the face 
value •rf bonds sjid. 

Money brings change, and 
.some msidents am ujxet. 

Take John Rogers, who has 
a face etched with smile lines, 
and hands worn fmm >ears of 
handling skiffs and nets. A 
fisherman in Valdez for '22 
years, he has raised seven 
children hem. 

But now he is going to 
move. "I don't cal! this 
piogress. myself, iusi he« ause 
.vou have change, lust because 
you have a big influx of peo¬ 
ple. But that's beside the 
|K)int. you can't slop it." he 
says. 

With fishing a disaster this 
year. Rogers is forced to take 
a pi|)eline job. Me earns $1,000 
a week as a c onstiuction fore¬ 
man in ri pipeyard. It is the 
first year he will buy Christ¬ 
mas gifts from stores rather 
than from catalogues His 
house has tripled in v aiue. 

Yet Rogers, like many Val¬ 
dez residents, is unhappy. 

His vision keeps flashing 


hack to pre-earthquake Val¬ 
dez. the cluster of fisher¬ 
men’s cabins. 

One architect has said of 
Valdez, in those days; 'The 
old village had a collective 
harmony. Homes had the 
ijuality of being dolls' houses. 
All the roofs were al 45- 
degree angles, designed to 
shed snow, and the colors 
wem as if drawn froom the 
hillsides — yellow, red. and 
grey-greon.” 

For two years after the 
earthquake. Rogers lingered 
in his cabin on the edge of the 
foRCy. sea-washe<l ghost town. 
In 19ti7 he moved to sterile 
.New Valdez, and n 'w the 
tdack-gold rush is pushing 
him out again. 

He pushes l>ack his hard hat 
and shakes his hrvid at the 
stockpiles of 48-inch pipeline 
painted against the moun¬ 
tains. "There's a different al¬ 
titude. Kveryone'.s here for 
tusl one mason the pipe¬ 
line. Most of them aren't in¬ 
terested in the country of 
Alaska, hut just grabbing

"But.” he added, "Thank 
('•od. 1 think our unemploy¬ 
ment legislation, which people 
have beefed a lot about, 
would ensure a distribution of 
wealth and that the unem¬ 
ployed would not be penni¬ 
less.” 

In discussing his recent 
meeting with Ford and rela¬ 
tions with the U.S.. the prime 
minister said he believed the 
president was "plugged into” 
both his ow-n Congress and the 
"mood of the Canadian peo¬ 
ple." 

He said both Ford and Vice- 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
were familiar with Canada 
and its problems. He said he 
did not believe that such "ir¬ 
ritants” as beef quotas and 
(.'anadian cutbacks in oil ex- 
p»)rts to the V.S. would "lead 
to any acute crisis at this 
time.” 

Referring to his wife. Mar¬ 
garet. who was in ho-spital 
briefly for emotional stress. 
Trudeau said he understcHid 
the problems of a woman 
marrying the prime minister.

WINNIPEG - Hockc> has 
Itad a tough time for yeai*s. as 
t^rganizen of the sLx>coiintry 
u-orM junior toumameni are 
finding out. 

Once considered a strong¬ 
hold of the sport. Winnipeg 
hasn’t supported junior teams 
at the box office, and even the 
professional Jets of the World 
Hockey Association are hav¬ 
ing financial problems. 

In recent weeks. Jets have 
released Fran Huck, Chris 
Bordeleau and Bob Woyte^ 


wich. all repoiied to be in the 
SoO.OOO-a-year bracket, and 
goalkeeper Ernie Wakely is 
rumored to be m the trading 
block. 

The situation with Winnipeg 
Clubs of the Western Canada 
Hockey l.«ague is so bad that 
attendance figures from 
games at the lU.L’UO-seat Win¬ 
nipeg Arena aren't an¬ 
nounced. But there have been 
reports of ’’friends and rela¬ 
tives” crowds in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 500 at recent 
games. 

Only 'i79‘J fans watched ti)e 


opener of tlie junior tour¬ 
nament Thursday between 
Canada (represented by the 
WC^L alUstars) and the Unit¬ 
ed States. An equally-disap- 
()ointing crowd of only 1754 
watched Russia and I^and 
play in Brandon on the same 
day. 

Ticket sales, however., have 
improved over the last two 
years, and the Jap. 5 clash 
between Canada and Russia is 
expected to be a sellout. 

WCHL-president Ed Chyno- 
weth has heanl many theories 
advanced over the last few 


days, but still isn’t sure of an 
answer to the protHem. 

"There have been com¬ 
plaints about publicity, ticket 
sales, the schedule and others 
which may be valid,” Chyno- 
weth said Saturday. ”But the 
main problem would appear 
to be that Winnipeg isn’t a 
strong hockey city anymore.” 

Chynoweth said the first 
complaint is not justified as 
the tournament was well ad¬ 
vertised In newspa()er and on 
radio and television along 
with banners, buttons and 
decals in stores, hotels and 


shopping centres. But he 
admits to problems with tick¬ 
ets and the schedule. 

Ticket sales were handled 
by the Manitoba Amateur 
Hockey Association, and only 
$35 tournament passes were 
sold until 60 minutes before 
game time Thursday. 

"That turned many fans 
off.” Chynoweth said, ’’be¬ 
cause they wanted to see a 
game Hrst rather than sinking 
$35 into a pass.” 

Matching Canada and the 
tow-rated U.S. squad in the 
first game has also come 


under fire although, in Chyno- 
weth’s view, ”we can’t play 
the Russians every game.” 

Vtliile fan support has been 
less than overwhelming, or¬ 
ganizers have had no com¬ 
plaints fTwn the louring 
teams, and Finland has put 
forward a strong bid to play 
host to a similar tournament 
next season. 

On the subject of the Win¬ 
nipeg franchise in the WCHL, 
Chynoweth said the matter 
would come under review at 
the semi-annual meeting held 
in conjunction with the all- 


star game m Victoria ne.xt 
month. 

”The Winnipeg situation, 
and several others, c*oncem 
us at this time.” said Chyno¬ 
weth, “but I don’t believe the 
probl^ns arc insurmountable. 
There’s nothing like a good- 
sized winning streak to get a 
team back on its feet." 

Before Saturday's action, 
the Clubs were deadlocked 
with Flin Flon Bombers for 
last place in the Eastern Divi¬ 
sion with only 22 points from 
their first 35 games. 

Chynoweth has liad meet¬ 


ings uitJi the Winnipeg 
players and management in 
an attempt to solve any dif¬ 
ficulties. ' 

“There were no com{daint5 
from the players and they’re 
quite confident they can make 
the piuyvrffs," he said. 

<\s for general-manager and 
principal-owner Gerr>’ Bris- 
son, Chynoweth said he had 
problems with minor hockey 
and Tier 2 clubs in t!ie area, 
"but that always seems to be 
the case in Winnipeg. It’s a 
tough place to succeed.”

The athletes, preitaring in 
eight sports for the 1976 Mon¬ 
treal Olvmiacs under the 
Game Plan program, began 
their first workout Friday de¬ 
spite the hassles ol interna¬ 
tional travel and difficulties 
presented by foreign sur¬ 
roundings. 

They left Toronto at 10:15 
p.m. TTiursday for the three- 
hour flight to Havana, but 
most didn't get settled in their 
temporary homes until 6 a.m. 
Friday. 

A few short hours later they 
were u'l and prci»aring for 
training and next week’s 
comiietitions wntli members of 
Uie Cuban national team. 

.Ml members of the eight 
teams worked out lightly later 
in the day after glimpsing the 
life-style of the island, which 
turned Communist 16 years 
ago next week. 

On arrival, they st>eni two 
hours clearing government in- 
s[)ection. then t<K*k one-hour 
hu.>5-rides to tliis resort area 
about 10 miles southeast of 
Havana. 

Accommodations al the re¬ 
sort are spartan and Cuban 
officials describe the exficri- 
cnce as camping out. 

The athletes live in groups 
of four in cabins which con¬ 
tain little more than four

They 
ate red snapper fish, sweet 
potatoes and greet tomatoes 
and watched a group of 
wxirkers celebrate the anni¬ 
versary of the 1959 revolution, 
which ended the. uapitali.sl 
system in Cuba. 

Rio Cristal is a lush oasis 
witli swimming pool, restau¬ 
rant. bars and strolling areas 
all under a thick canopy of 
tro|iical foliage. 

It is a place for the working 
people of the Havana area 
and as the athletes ate, the 
workers sipj>ed beer and 
danced to he throbbing 
rhythm of a Caribbean band. 

Immediately after, the ath¬ 
letes went to their workouts.

Salmon from Canadian hatcheries 


Canadian sports and coni' 
mercial fishermen in the Gulf 
of Geor^a are not getting a 
free ride throu^ cXnierican 
salmon hatcheries, as has 
been suggested in the past. 

Evaluation of coded tags 
obtained from the Georgia 
' Strait head recovery program 
is providing conclusive proof 
of that. 

Fantastic summer fishing in 
the Gulf of Georgia brought in 
August a return of 5,^ salm¬ 
on heads from marked fish 
and 4,753 of them held coded 
tags which showed origin of 
the fish. 

Some 3,974 erf the tagged 
coho were from 1971 brood 
stock and die study showed 99 
per cent of them were horn 
Canadian hatcheries and only 
one per cent were of U.S. ori¬ 
gin — 23 fish from seven U S. 

! hatcheries. 

I Big Qualicum River hatdv 
, ery on Vancouver Island con¬ 
tributed 44 per cent (1.7551 of 
the Canadian martted salnxm: 
Capilano hatchery contributed 
.36 per cent (1.442 fish) and 
Rosewail Oeck on Vancouver 
Island 19 per cent (750 fish). 

The 1972 brood of marked 
coho were 98 per cent Canadi¬ 
an and two per cent (one fish) 
from U.S. waters. 

Of the 1972 brood year — * 
much Mnaller sajnpbng — 90 


per c«it were from Big Quab- 
cum; six per cent tiom Capi- 
* lano; two per cent from Rose- 
wall Creek; and two per cent ' 
from Tenderfoot Cre^ on the 
niaiolandf, one of the wild, or 
natural, stocks marked kM* 
romparison of hatchery and 
natural fish returns. 

The 1972 brood marked 
Chinooks were 91 per cent Ca¬ 
nadian (262 fish) and nine per 
cent U.S. Four 1973 brood 
Chinooks were all Caanadian. 

But evaluators point out 
that yearling and two-yeer-old 
chinoerfes from U.S. hatcheries 
appear skw*er to move into 
Canadian waters, and only 
make large contributions as 
three-year-olds of the 1971 
brood stock. 

That means more of our 
bigger chinoc^ could be 
American stock. 

Tbe 1971 brood marked 
Chinooks were 42 per cent Ca¬ 
nadian in origin and 58 per 
cent U.S. in 

But. thei'e could be another 
reason for the high number of 
U.S. fish. 

.Sev’enty-seven per cent of 
tlie United States 1971 brood 
marked Chinooks taken in Ca¬ 
nadian waters came from 
three hatcheries just barely 
south of the U.S.-Canada

The 1971 brood malked Ca¬ 
nadian Chinooks were 77 per 
cent Qualicum stock, seven 
per cent Capilano stock and 
16 per ednt Puntledge stock. 

The 1972 brood Canadian 
maiked Chinooks were 36 per 
cent from Qualicum, 40 per 
c^ from Capilano, 22 per 
cent from Puntledge and two 
per cent from Robertson 
Creek, just starting' opera¬ 
tions on the West Coast 
through Albemi Inlet. 

It is interesting to note the 
1972 brood fish (154 in July 
and 238 in August) were the 
Chinooks .fust reaching the 
legal 12-inch keeper size. 

An interesting side note is 
that in August. 1973. only 50 
l)er cent of the marked two- 
year-old Chinook caught w’ere 
of Canadian origin, but in 
August. 1974. 91 per cent were 
of Canadian origin. 


The two-year-old contribu¬ 
tion of Canadian chinook was 
significantly hijd^r this year 
... and it wam’t by accident. 

Fisheries biokygists are ex¬ 
perimenting with release tim¬ 
ing to try and raise salmon in 
CanadUn hatcheries to ■ be 
caught by Canadian fisher¬ 
men. U.S. biologists are also 
trying to encourage fish fnvn 
U.S. rivers to stay in Ameri¬ 
can waters. 

tVhen more sophisticated 
analysis of tbe tag recovery 
evaluation program data 
occurs, bkriogists will know a 
great ^al more about timing, 
movements and hatchery con- 
day w*hen countries like the 
tributions than they had ever 
hoped possible. 

It is all heading towards the 
United States and Canada will 
fish the stocks originating 
frwh their own rivers — Can¬ 
ada wYMiid fish Fraser River 
salmon and United States Co¬ 
lumbia River salmon. 


Tha^ big effort is towards 
finding methods to keep these 
salnuxi close to home, rather 
than allowing them to wander 
too far out to sea.

Tlie general distribution 
patterns during August were 
somewhat different from 
July. 

All Canadian 1971 hatchery 
Chinook stocks were retreat¬ 
ing nixth in August, although 
sites of major contributions 
(Campbell Rh-er, Oomox. 
Horrt^ and Denham Island 
remained substantially the 
same. American 1971 brood 
marked Chinooks were stiil 
found throughout the Gulf 
with concentrations in Saan¬ 
ich Inlet. Horriby Island, 
Comox and Campbell River, 
and a good showing also at 
Pender Harbcn-. 

Coho distribution had ex¬ 
panded somewiiat. with more 
marked 1971 brood coho 
caught further south in the 
Gulf. Large numbers of Capi¬ 
lano coho were caught off the 
north shore of Burmrd Inlet 
as those fish returned to the 
river to spawn. However, 
large concentrations of Capi¬ 
lano coho ww taken in 
alnitoat any fisluble spot in 


the Gulf from Campbell River 
to Nanaimo and along the 
Sunshine Coast from West- 
view to Gibsons. 

The 1972 brood coho, pri¬ 
marily Qualicum fish, were 
caught in good numbers on 
the Vancouver Island side be- 
tiveen Campbell River and 
Hornby and Denman Islands. 

The 1972 brood Capilano, 
Qualicum ana Puntledge chin- 
oisks were aU caught in good 
numbers in those same areas. 

The 1972 brood United 
States Chinooks were primari¬ 
ly caught in the south around 
Victoria and Saanich Inlet. 

The 1973 brood Chinooks 
from Qualicum were all 
cau^ within 10 or 15 miles 
from the hatchery.

End of the Rainbow 
—submariners destiny 


It's the end of the Rainbow next Tuesday 
~ HMCS Rainbow, only amied forces suth 
nvirine on Canada’s West Cbast. 

There's been no indication of the subma¬ 
rine’s fate or any replacement, an armed 
forces spokesman said Saturday. 

Rainbow — a historical name in Gina- 
da's navy — was carried originally by a 
cruiser, the first ship commissioned into the 
newly.formed Royal Canadian Na>’y in 1910. 
As with her successor, she also served on the 
West Coast and was based in Esquimau. 

The submarine w*as slated fur decommis¬ 
sioning last summer but, at the last minute, 
was given a reprieve and scheduled for par¬ 
ticipation in fall e.xercises. 

But the energy crisis and the defence 
department's financial cutback kept her at 
her berth since Oct. 1. 

Since then she has been gradually relieved 
dl her stores and ef)uipment and the 80-man 
crew has been transferred to other duties. 


Some have gone to the East Coast where 
Canada's remaining submarines — Onon¬ 
daga, Ojibway and Okanagan — are sta¬ 
tioned. 

Rainbow's end comes at 11 a.m. Tuesday 
at C Jetty in HMC Dockyard. Her skipper, 
Lc-Cmdr. Lloyd Barnes, will see his remain¬ 
ing crew formed up alongside and the ship's 
pennant will be lowered for the last time. 

The submarine was bought from the U.S. 
Navy in 1968 for $150,000 to replace the Grilse 
which has been on loan from the U.S. since 
1961. A Tench class submarine, she was the 
USS Argonaut before being commissioned 
into the Canadian navy on Dec. 2, 1968 at 
Norfolk. Va. 

The 312-fool submarine, launched in 1914. 
was slightly Urger than the Balso-class 
Qrilse and had more sophisticated electronic 
equipment. 

She was used for anti-submarine training 
for ships and aircraft

134 were air, 1,473 were 
marine. 243 were mercy mis¬ 
sions and 181 were com¬ 
munications and missing per¬ 
sons searches. Last year 94 
lives w^re saved. Graham 
said.

Money in mills 
for new year 


About 500 plywood mill 
workers in Greater Victoria 
will start the new year with 
money in their pockets, sig¬ 
nalling resumption of oiiera- 
tions for two shutdown ply¬ 
wood mills. 

.More than 223 workers laid 
off Oct. 11 when Victoria Ply¬ 
wood Co. shut down because 
of poor market conditions will 
return to work about Jan. 6, 
joining another 230 workers 
going back to work after B.C. 
I'orest Products closed its 
plywood operations Dec. 16. 

Walter Pumfrey, BCFP ply- 
wood manager, said Saturday 
market conditions haven’t im¬ 
proved since the shutdown, 
but the company has built up 
enough orders to restore 
operations with two shifts 
Jan. 6. The mill normally em¬ 
ploys about 325 persons on 
three shifts. 

Pumfrey said he doesn’t ex¬ 


pect the plant to resume full 
operations at least until the 
end of ne.irt summer, e.vplain- 
ing that "until mortgage 
money eases, nothing is going 
to happen." 

About 1(K) workers will re¬ 
main laid off after Jan. 6. he 
said. However, because of a 
high manixjwer turnover at 
the mill, many of Ihem will be 
hired fo fill v,Tcancies. 

Gordon Harwood, secreiary 
of Victoria Plywood, said the 
company is optimistic that 
operations will continue stead¬ 
ily after the Jan. 6 resump¬ 
tion. “but it's all contingent 
on the availability of business. 

"It’s difficult to say busi¬ 
ness has improved" since Oc¬ 
tober, he said. But thei firm 
has accumulated enough 
domestic and export orders to 
keep the mill running hvo 
shifts.

Out-of-work miner Ken Le\'y says he’ll gel off the 
steps of the Legislative buildings if Mines Minister Leo 
Nimsick can ^ve him “definite pi-oof* that the 
Minei-aJ Royalties Act isn’t putting minei-s out of 
work. 


Lev'y said he w*ants Nimsick 
to sit do\^Tl with him and give 
him the proof he needs or to 
debate the subject with top 
people from the mining in¬ 
dustry on a talk-show. 

Levy, who is president of 
the miners who were laid off 
earlier this month when Jor¬ 
dan River Mines closed again, 
wa-s speaking Saturday on the 
ninth day of his anti-act rigil. 

He phoned the Colonist Sat¬ 
urday after an informal meet¬ 
ing with Nimsick in which the 
minister, he said, accused 
him of "being a tool for the 
mining industry" which "just 
uses people like me to get a 
point across." 

But Levy says his message 
is simple: he believes the 
provinc*e's Mineral Royalties 
Act is the cause o( layoffs of 
miners. 

He says he’s not anxious to 
".just about freeze every day" 
but Nimsick "w'on’t sit down 
and prove to me that Bill 31 
isn’t affecting the workers." 

I..evy predicts layoffs, or 
cl«)sures. by six more B.C. 
mines within the next two 
weeks. 

Asked wiiether fellow union 
members across B.C. were 
supporting his stand against 
the go\ernment, Levy said he 
thought they w’ere. 

He said he did not belong to 
any political party himself but 
would vote S<xial Credit if tlie 
choice were his right n<nv.

The hoimone. HCX}. stand¬ 
ing for human chorionic gona- 
dotn^phin. is perhaps the most 
controversial part of the 
weight-reduction program. 

Mrs. Wells said the injec¬ 
tion works to curb appetite as 
well as rid the body of what 
she calls abmxmai ac¬ 
cumulated fat. 

Other iMoponents agree. 
They say the homKNie 
changes the structure of 
stored fat into glucose, which 
can then be burned off by the 
individuaL 

However, there have recent¬ 
ly been some arguments 
against the use of HCX« made 
by groups such as (he Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association, the 
Federal Trade Commission 
and the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion has penalized several fat 
clinics for ad\-ertising HCG's 
a^-ailability while the Food 
and Drug Administration is 
conducting tests on its effec¬ 
tiveness. 

Also looking into HCG is the 


California Department of 
Public Health. 

This state agency has been 
investigating the hormone 
since many of these clinics 
started in California. 

A representative of the de¬ 
partment. Pete Pinnard, said 
no position on HCG has bcci i - 
officially taken. 

This is mainly due to the 
fact the department cannot 
determine whether the hor¬ 
mone really helps fat people 
lose weight or if it is the near- 
starvatkxi diet they are 
placed on. 

He added it is not felt the 
daily injection of HCG will 
cause any illnesses, but that 
much is not really known 
about it. 

Besides the use of HCG, 
Mrs. Wells still feels the 
AWCC has something unique 
to offer its patients. 

A special counselling prr>- 
gram has been set up at each 
clinic. 

Patients talk to the counsel¬ 
ors at least once a week. Mrs 
Wells said, in order to find out 
why they have a weight prob¬ 
lem. 

“The counselling program 
im-olves getting into eatinc 
habits." she said. “Making 
the person aware of what they 
should eat." 

Once a person has lost (he 
ameunt of weight set as a 
goal, a maintenance diet is 
developed to keep the weight 
off. 

Another part of the coun¬ 
seling program, she said, is 
teaching a person to develop 
a new self-image so once 
weight is lost, it is not put 
back on again.

With the New Year just 
around the comer most chess 
players in the world must 
have one wish ~ that wx>rid 
champion Bobi^ Fischer of 
the U.S. can be persuaded to 
defend his crown against Sovi¬ 
et Union's 23-yearokl chal¬ 
lenger Anatoly Karpov. 

Personally. I feel chances 
are pretty good Fischer will 
defend the championship and 
his cuiTMt hard-to-get ap- 
inroach is simply the begin¬ 
ning of the match ... in dis¬ 
guise. 

And this way he can also 
assure himself of a pretty fat 
purse, just as he did before he 
took cm former wcu-ld cham¬ 
pion BcmIs Spassky, another 
Russian, whem he defeated 
decisively almost three years 
ago. 

From the official stand¬ 
point, World Chess Federation 
president Max Euwe says he's 
“expkiring every possibility. 

“The Russians have agreed 
to keep strictly to the rules 
and regulations, but Fischer 
Is not ready to give in." Euwe 
added. 

The federatkm's rules call 
for a 36-game match w*ith the 
title to go to the first player 
winning 10 games, or to the 
(dayer in the lead after 36 


games. In case of a tie. 
Fischer would retain the title. 

Fischer pre^wses there be 
no limit to the number of 
games played. So now we just 
have to wait and see . . . and 
ho['e for the best.

Sawbuck tables and benches 
have been a North American 
favjM-ile throuBhoui history. 
Right now they are being 
made in many materiaLs at 
e\erv price level. The saw* 
buck's basic, funcliunal form 


has served well over the 
years because of its very sim> 
l^ciiy and versatility. 

Many young families have 
long resorted to the familiar 
sawburk redwood picnic sets 
for iciultiple indoor usage as 
welt They have used ttiein as 
dinette sets. In family ro:>ms. 
rumpus ropms, and children's 


rooms. They have placed 
them on porches and patios a.s 
well as in attics and base* 
ments 

More recently inventive in¬ 
terior designers have been re¬ 
cognizing their possibilities 
for innovative use in living 
rooms and entrance foyers of 
small homes and a[Miiments. 


Jolui Hayden, for instance, 
IS a New York interior design¬ 
er wlio has been using these 
regular outdoor picnic sets fur 
years in his own homes as 
wrell as those of his clients. 

Hayden paid about $33 ton 
sale! for the set a dozen years 
ago in Califumia. and used it 
first on his patio. [i was there 



that it picked up its soft 
weathenvom patina. The set 
moved cast with him and has 
done many jobs since, serving 
as library table, dining table, 
hehind-the-sofa table, desk. 
The benches have been used 
as coffee tables, or placed fiat 
against the wall in enti-ance 
halls below wall arrange¬ 
ments. at the end of 'beds, and 
as plant stands in front win¬ 
dows.

ed it spring green to serve as 
"papa" at the head of the 
sawbuck table, and set a row 
of fresh daisies in teira cotta 
poU along the room divider, a 
metal balustrade.

One ol the most satisfying 
aspects of working, as I do. in 
an old-fashioned meat market 
is the opportunity it affords to 
exchange thoughts ’‘over-the- 
counter” w ith customers. I 
gel some of my best recipes 
and ideas that way. 

Your cards and letters have 
made writing this column sa¬ 
tisfying for the same reasons. 
Keep them coming, I enjoy 
hearing from you. 

Many of you have asked 
about things that seem to be 
of concern to all — so today 
let’s talk about some of the 
questions I am most often 
asked. 

Q. When 1 buy ground meat 
in a cellophane package, it 
looks nice and red on the out¬ 
side but when I open it. it's 
all greyish brown inside. 
W'hy? 

A. That “nice red cotor” is 
caused by exposure to air. 
The cellophane or plastic used 
to wrap meat “breathes,” al¬ 
lowing air to reach the sur¬ 
face of the meat. This ex¬ 
posure to air causes what we 
in the 'business refer to as 
"bloom.” The interior of the 
meat, whether it is ground 
meal or any other. di>es not

come in contact with air and 
therefore stays dark. There’s 
nothing wrong with such meat 
and if you will open the pack¬ 
age. break the meat apart 
and let it remain uncovered in 
your refrigerator for half an 
hour, you’ll find that the in¬ 
side will “bloom>out” as nice 
and red as the outside. 

Q. Why is the hamburger I 
grind myself at home less 
tasty and appealing in te.xture 
than the store-bought mix¬ 
ture? Should some fat be left 
on the meat when you grind 
your own hamburger? 

A. Home-ground hamburger 
should not lack taste or tex¬ 
ture. but it is possible that 
you are trimming too much 
fat away before grinding. 
FAT is what gives meat its 
flavor. s(» leave a bit on when

Confldenlial to Ila4] To Do 
It: Of course you did and I 
don’t want to detract from 
your generosity, but charity is 
not giving a bone to a hungry 
dog. It’s sharing a bone vviUi 
a hungry dog when you are 
just as hungry as he is. 


you grind. As far as texture is 
concerned, you can probably 
improve on that if you make 
sure the meat is very cold 
when you grind it. I usually 
put meat to be ground in the 
freezer for half an hour or so 
before grinding so it doesn't 
get mushy. 

Q. Sometimes when 1 
unwrap meat or poultry at 
home, I find it partially fro¬ 
zen. This suggests that it was 
originally frozen and then 
thawed for sale. I have 
always understood that once 
thawed, f<>od should never be 
refrozen. Is there any point in 
taking a chance on buying 
quantities for freezing in 
oj-der to economize? 

A. Just because y«>ur pur¬ 
chase IS partially frozen when 
you get it home docs not nec¬ 
essarily mean that the prod¬ 
uct was originally frozen. 
Often “fresh” meat display 
cases reach such a low tem¬ 
perature that meat on the bot¬ 
tom may get rather frosty. So 
the meat that’s woiTying you 
could be on its way toward 
freezing rather than partially 
thawed. In either case, there 
Is probably no problem with 
freezing il. The “meat should 
never be refrozen” fallacy is 
little more than an “old 
wives’ tale.’* As long as the 
meat is sHIl very cold, it is 
unlikely that bacteria have 
begun to develop and the 
most you will lo<5e by refreez- 
'ng is perhaps a little mois¬ 
ture. 


Tliousands of homes aro de¬ 
stroyed each year, the council 
says, as a result of fires start¬ 
ed by unattended containers 
of fat or oil left to heat on 
kitchen ranges. 

Fat, at a certain tempera- 
lure. will ignite spontaneously 
and burst into flames, giving 
off acrid, black smoke and Ig- 
niti?^ any nearby combustible 
material such as cuilains or 
cabinets. 

Should such a fire occur in 
your kitchen, the council cau¬ 
tions against throwing the 
contents of a container into a 
sink. Burning fat and water 
do not mix. it says, and, if 
tossed into a sink with any 
force, will spread the fire. 

The test prevention. U>e 
council says, is to remove the 
cause by never leaving a fry¬ 
ing pan or similar container 
unattended on the stove. 

Howrver. if all precautions 
fail, the council says “don’t 
panic.” The situation can be 
<-ontroIled. A large lid placed 
over a huiTiing container will 
deprive the (ire of the air it 
needs to survive and the pan 
can be removed after It has 
had time to cool. 

Organization is another pre¬ 
ventive action suggested by 
the council. One person should 
be in over-all charge of the 
cooking functions and thus 
have responsibility few the 
stove. 

Should a second person be 
needed, that person should act 
only as an assistant. After all. 
it warns, “too many cooks 
...” may start a fire.

Surplus wafers to ease plight of hungry

says that there is currently no 
nverall administration plan 
for the surplus wafci's. 

Meanwhile. Democratic 
Senators George McGovern of 
South Dakota and Hubert M. 
Humphrey of Minnesota both 
have urged that the food 
.some 300 million pounds of 
biscuits stored away for the 
nation’s civil defence fallout 
shelter program-be used as 
x<x)n as possible. Senator 
Humphrey again pressed the 
point last week in hearings of 
an ad hoc solei’i commiitee 
on fofid and population.

The U.S. civil defence, poli¬ 
cy. officials note, has shifted 
fi-om constant storing of food 
in fallout shelters to stock¬ 
piles of regular agricultural 
foodstuffs in rural areas. The 
stores, it is thought, would be 
moved to pT)pulation centres if 
I nuclear war threatened. 

' The wafers are c.xpccied to 
keep their food value for a 
I few more years. Thus the 
; wafers must he either used or 
! destroyed. 

When some 500 tons of the 
j biscuits were sent to Fast Pa- 
I ki.stan mow Bangladeshi 
; after a hurricane in 1970, it 
I was found lhai 14 pounds of 
j the biscuits plus water could 
I feed one person for a month. 

Several alternative pro-

Two devaluations of 
the dollar by former president 
Richard NLxon raised the 
t>cgged price, first to $38 an 
ounce, then to the cuiTcnl 
$42.22- 


Meanw'hile. leading industri¬ 
alized powers had "drawn 
separate cireles” around 
monetary and commercial 
gold, as one expert pul it. by 
pledging central banks to laiy 
ami sell from each other only 
at the official rate, while (he 
free market rale of gold wa.s 
allowed to fluctuate accord¬ 
ing to demand, as with any 
other metal. 

When .Nixon "closed the 
gold window” in 1971. ending 
the right of other nations to 
cash in their dollars (or gold. 
Ihe Bretton Woods rules effec¬ 
tively were put in limbo. 

Since then the Iniei'naiiofiHl 
Monetary hAind has been try¬ 
ing to create a revised mone¬ 
tary system, in which special 
drawing rights, or paper gold, 
would replace goH and tlie 
dollar as the centre of the sys¬ 
tem.

Unfinished legislation legacy 
of departing Senator Sam

WASHLNGTON, D.C. - 
When Sen. Sam J- Ervin Jr. 
retires to North Carolina in 
two weeks, he will leave be¬ 
hind a legacy of unfinished 
legislaiion designed to secure 
the U.S. a Watergate-free fu¬ 
ture. 

Even wiihout "Senator 
Sam's” personal prestige ac¬ 
tively behind it. the sweeping 
reform package is expected In 
become law in some form in 
the new Congress. 

Marshaled in support of ii 
as cf>-sponsors arc a ma.iority 
t)f the members of Senator 
Ervin’s now’-disbanded Senate 
Watergate committee, who 
will return to the next' 
CcHigress. as well as the Dem¬ 
ocratic chairman and ranking 
Republican of the committee 
that will screen it. 

The legislation would imple¬ 
ment most of the 35 recom¬ 
mendations of the Ervin com- 
mittco’s nationally televised 
Watergate investigation, ex¬ 
cepting those already incorpo¬ 
rated in the new Federal 
Campaign Financing Reform 
l-aw. 

Its reforming broom sweeps 
wide. "The abuses in the 
presidential campaign were 
lar reaching." Senator Ervin 


explains, "and consequently 
the (legislation) is very 
broad.” 

The key proposal — making 
the * Walergate-siyle special 
prosecutor a permanent part 
of government - is the one 
most likely to be mixlified. 

Few oppose a permanent 
prosecutor, but Republicans 
want the person appointed to 
the post by the president 
rather than by a panel of re¬ 
tired federal judges as pro¬ 
posed by Senator Ervin. 
These dissenters are led by 
Sen. Howard H. Baker of 
Tennessee, top-ranking Re¬ 
publican on the Watergate 
commiitee.

Royal safety 
mounting 

U.K. worry 


By CAROL KENNKDY 

LONEX5N (CP) •— Security for the Royal Family in an 
age of increasing violence and terrorism is likely to pose big¬ 
ger problems than ever in 1975. 

Britain is still generally considered safe for the Queen 
and her family to travel about relatively unprotected, but 
that comfortable belief was y^lted last March when a lone 
gunman ambushed the limousine carrying Princess Anne and 
her husband Mark Phillips home from a morie premiere. 

The incident happened in 'Hie Mall, the imposing proces¬ 
sional way leading to Buckingham Palace from Trafalgar 
Square, the ai^iarent object of die attacker Ian Ball — 
who captured tSnd sentenced to life imprisonment — was 
to kidnap the princess. 

But he also fired a volley shots at the oa* while Anne 
and Mark crouched on the floor and. in effect, it was the first 
attempted assassinatifxi of a member of the Royal Family 
since a man with a loaded reveriver tried to fire at King Ed¬ 
ward Vm at a 1936 parade. 

Towards the end of the year, a minor but disturbing in¬ 
cident happened in Leicester when a woman threw an egg at 
the Queen. It narrowly missed and the Queen did not bat the 
proverbial eyelash. But police were acutely aware that in the 
present spate of terror bombing^s m Britain, tlie missile might 
well have been something more lethal. 

The ambush of Ann^ and Mark, who had ju.st settled into 
married life after a tour of Australia. New Zealand and the 
Pacific which took in the opeining of the CommonwealUi 
Games in Christchurch, N.Z., was the most sensational royal 
8 U»y for many years. 

Unchtnisive security measures went into effect as a 
residt — one of them being that is^l chauffeurs now take a 
couive In how to e\-ade cars driven into their path w ith hos¬ 
tile intent. All involved, including Anne herself, received dec¬ 
orations from the Queen for their cool conduct in the attack. 


Speculation simmers 

Speculation continued to simmer as to the bridal choice 
of Prince Charles, the heir to the throne, who celebrated his 
26th birthday in November. Lady Jane Wellesley, daughter of 
the Duke of Wellington, was still thought to be among the 
front-runners, despite a categorical denial from her father. 

Duriite die summer, an improbable but entertaining pros¬ 
pect was btomle American Laura-Jo Watkins, the daughter of 
a U.S'. admiral. Charles Ivid met her when his .ship called at 
San Diego, Calif., and invited her to England for Ascot race 
week. 

Charles plainly en.ioyed teasing reporters wijwe papers 
blew ttie story up to front page proportions. Ommering ques¬ 
tions one day on the polo field, he retorted. "You don’t ^ink 
I’d be such a bloody fool as to bring her here, do j'ou?’’ 

Late in the year, Charles, who still has at least two years 
to serve in the Royal Navy, i-epresentcd the Queen at cen¬ 
tenary celebratiOTs in Fiji and loured several cities in Aus- 
trialia. 

The Queen Mother and Princess Anne both visited the 
Toronto area during the year. For the 74-year-old Queen 
Mother, it was her first trip abroad in seven years. .\nne and 
Mark flew to Toronto the day after their first wedding anni¬ 
versary for the opening of the Royal Agricultural Winter 
Fair. 

The first half erf 1975 sees a ci-owded schedule of overseas 
toufs for the Queen and Prince Philip. They pay a state visit 
Id Mexico in February, preceded by two days each in Ber¬ 
muda. Barbados and the Bahamas. Prince Philip then goes 
on a whirlwind tour of several Central American republics. 

The Queen visits the West Indies again to oi)en the Com¬ 
monwealth Heads of Government conference in Jamaica 
April 26, followed by a slate visit to Hong Kong.

NEW YORK (UPn - Infla¬ 
tion end scarcity have be¬ 
come part of the scene, yet 
many families are unequipped 
to meet the problems the un¬ 
even economy creates. 

A new study of the con¬ 
sumer puts matters this way: 
“This country has become so 
accustomed to times of afflu¬ 
ence and economic grow'th 
that many families are ap- 
par^tiy unprepared 
sometimes unwilling to face 
up to the threat of austerity 
and sacrifice presented by to¬ 
day’s uncertain economy. 

“This is seen as especially 
true for the postwar genera¬ 
tion, for whom the great 
depression stands as but a re¬ 
mote and unfamiliar jnece of 
history. 


"Moreover, this confidence 
in a perpetually prosperous 
economy is thought to have 
led many families away from 
traditional concerns about 
.saving and planning for the 
future — thus leaving them 
exposed and vulnerable dur¬ 
ing this difficult period.’’ 

The state of the family and 
finance these days is outlined 
in what its backers plan as a 
semi-annual look at the con¬ 
sumer. It’s the first of these 
backed by General Mills and 
<-onducted by Daniel Yankelo- 
vich, Inc., the opinion re¬ 
search organization. 

Preliminary findings result¬ 
ed from more than 150 inter¬ 
views wito experts who 
ranged Hirough social 
workers, home economists. 


bankers, credit managers, 
marriage counselors, doctors, 
puMic health nurses, commu¬ 
nity leaders and the news 
media. The final stage of the 
indent research will be com¬ 
pleted this month and query 
more than 1,1(>0 families. 

Tlie siKinsoring company al¬ 
ready h»s established a con¬ 
sumer centre — in answer to 
wdiat James P. McFarland, 
board chairman and chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer, calls othe 
“more articulate’* voice of to¬ 
day’s buyer. 

The 150 experts interviewed 
in the preliminary study re¬ 
ported many signs of trouble 
on the home fnmt. 

The impact and stress 
created by economic prob¬ 
lems include increased levels 


of borniwing, greater reliance 
on credit buying, late pay¬ 
ments on bills of all kinds, 
and a sharp rise in pers<Mial 
bankruptcies. 

The experts were divided on 
how seriously inflation and re¬ 
lated problems have hit 
American families up to now. 
Some indicated that they saw 
the impact as extremely 
grave, with certain segments 
of the public already im¬ 
mersed in a depression-like 
situation and the rest soon 
headed there. 

Others felt the situation had 
not yet become that serious, 
with most families still able 
to make ends meet. 

One of the more {lainful 
asfiects of today's economic 
situation is that many less af¬ 
fluent families may be “losing 
faith in the American dream 
of an abundant future. Just 
meeting the needs of today 
has undercut the u{»ward mo¬ 
bility of many who had been 
looking forw'ard to college for 
their rhildren, a financially 
secure retirement and the 
chance to own a home, ” the 
report stated 

They found a lack of knowl¬ 
edge on economizing — “for 
example, there were reports 
of some families det^iding to 
postpone medical and dental 
checkups . . . other families 
were . . . using up their sav¬ 
ings to maintain Their present 
standard of living.” 

The study cited the need for 
money management training 
and access to information and 
guidance. 

And there was little doubt 
that money can be a major 
source of stress and break¬ 
down in families. Most 
thought, however, that “a ba¬ 
sically s<»un(l family can be 
expected to pull l«^etbci* 
under stress, whereas the 
troubled family is .more like¬ 
ly to pull afiart.”

Children exposed to dangers 

Report raps day care 


WASHINCnX>N lUPIi — Many children in 
day care programs ai-e exposed to poisons 
and other dangers, a new governemnt report 
shows. 

The audit agency of the department of 
health, education and welfai-e said in a re¬ 
port released to UPI that it investigated 552 
centres and private homes providing day 
care in nine states and found that 425 did not 
meet minimum health and safety require¬ 
ments. 

Among the dangers cited: 

• Medicine and poisons were stored 
where children might get into them 

• Children were cared for in a room 
without a suitable fireproof paititions se¬ 
parating it from the ad.jacent fumace room. 

• At one centre two sewer lines were 
located in the kindei*garten nwm. One line 
had a loosely fitting wooden cap and was 
plugged with a baby doll, 

• Inadequate outdoor play areas with 
bn»ken glass and nustir^ equipment. Children 
were ob.serve<l playing on sidewalks on a 
main street. 

• Inado(|uate kilcium facilities. KohI-s 


not separately stored away from medicines, 
hair spray.s and cleaning supplies. 

The report said diat in Calif(NTiia, New 
Jersey and Washington required medical ex- 
aminatkms were not being given to children 
or providers of care. 

Other States surveyed were Georgia, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Michigan. Missouri, Texas and 
Virginia. 

The auditors also found accounting and fi¬ 
nancial problems. Five of the states paid out 
more in federal-state funds to child care 
centres than the centres provided in actual 
care. The auditors cited lack of evidence that 
the programs helped get families off welfare 
as intended. 

"Until there is assurance that federal, 
state and local requirements are being met, 
the child care services cannot properly be 
considered as acceptable in quality,” the 
auditors concluded. 

, ' "More importantly, when the health and 
safety requirements are not met the lives of 
the children receiving the care may be en¬ 
dangered.”

The largest flood of mail in yeai-s to 
stream across my desk has lieen the 
respmse to niy melancholy reflections 
on the slate of the American hospital. I 
receiv ed enough gripping letters to lt*ep 
Medical Centre supplied with scripts for 
five years - only they’re Iimi hon’cn- 
dous to depict in living color. 

Virtually all the letters have l>een af¬ 
firmative. agreeing with my dour out¬ 
look on the care and allenlion given tn 
iwtienis. F.xtracls fnim the column, in 
fact, were dolefully recited later in the 
week at the annual convention of the Il¬ 
linois Nui*ses Association. 

Rut what to do? The problem is not 
so much technical or financial or ad¬ 
ministrative. It is a pix>blem in human 
relations and communications, in mak¬ 
ing an emotional commitment to sym¬ 
pathy and warmth and personal con- 
com. For these arc "curative powers” 
as surely as medicines and machines 
.and manipulation. 


It IS not merely that hospital person¬ 
nel “do not care.” In their private lives, 
m their non-functional aspects, they 
rare as much as any otJier persons do. 
it is the large. Impersonal, corporate, 
and clinical setting of the hospital that 
■alienates them froin any native eom- 
imssion, and enslaves them to the 
"bixjk” of standard procedures. 

In a way. it is much the same proli- 
Icm faced by the huge automobile fac¬ 
tories. where the workers, who care in¬ 
dividually about their own cars and 
those of their friends, become robotized 
"on the line■’ and regard each car-^s , 
simply an aggregate of components, 
with no separate identity of its own 
thus losing incentive to turn out a 'good 
car” 

Patients are too often treated in this 
assembly-line fashion, as ‘the ulcer in 
.314“ or “the cardiac across the hall.” 
instead of being regarded as a total per- 


.son with a comple.xity of needs, psy¬ 
chological as well as physical. Hobpitalv 
are set up to treat diseases or symp¬ 
toms, not whole patients; even doctors 
on a hospital staff focus only on their 
own speciality, with little com¬ 
munication between the medical and 
the surgical sides. - 

The greatest barrier to patient well- 
licing. 1 found, was a lack of integration 
among the fragmented divisions and 
departments of a great hospital peo¬ 
ple working! if not at cross-pui'poses. at 
least oblivious of what oUiers are doing, 
and often ginidging or resentful over 
> pixicedures not in their own dominion 
But a hospital, like university, can¬ 
not be effective unless It is inter-dis¬ 
ciplinary: until Ihe factions -find little 
empires dissolve into a co-operative en¬ 
terprise with the whole patient a.s the 
common object. Unfortunately, this be- 
I omes the case only at the point oflpost- 
mortem.

Her Britannic Majes¬ 
ty's 007 James Bond, has 
made the people behind him 
laugh louder on their way to 
the bank than anyone ever 
thought. 

'The laugh will be even 
louder with the latest epic. 
The Man with the Golden 
Gun. 

Bond has set a record which 
will probably never be beaten. 
More than ^ million cinema- 
goers In every country of the 
world except Russia and 
China have bought tickets to 
see him demolish Dr. No. 
Scaramansza. Ernst Stavros 
Blofeld and other villains. 

He has ^also made many 
people millionaires. 

Next month the ninth of the 
Bond series, which started 
with Di*. No about a dozen 
years ago. will saturate the 
world. The world premiere in 
London will be attended by 
the Queen. More than 1.500 
prints of the film have been 
made. 

The figure of 650 million 
was recently compiled — "as 
scientifically as you can dn 
.such a thir^’’ — lor Albert 
(Cubby) Broccoli, co-producer 
of the series with Canadian 
Harry SalT/man. 

They eM»ect the figure to 
top TOO million when the new 
film has gone the rounds. 

The late Ian Fleming’s cre¬ 
ation has made them million¬ 
aires. Scot's iK>rn Sean Con¬ 
nery. ihe first 007. is in the 
same bracket and Ihe current 
James Bond. Roger Moore, is 
getting tlieix’. 

The only one who did not 


make a killing was Austra¬ 
lian George Lazenby. plucked 
from selling chocolate on Brit¬ 
ish telet'ision adv'ertisements 
to star in On Her Majest>'*s 
Secret Service. 

How rich has evervone be¬ 
come? 'The budget for the 
first film was under $1 mil¬ 
lion. In subsequent pictures it 
rose and the latest ones cost 
between $7 and $8 million. 

The outlay for the series is 
about $50 million. 

In cinema economics, a 
film has to take $2.50 at the 
box office for each dollar in 
the budget before a profit can 
be made. 

So when they have taken 
about $125 million the profits 
,cnme In, and 700 million tick¬ 
ets will have been sold when 
•No. 9 hits the screen. 

Although Broccoli is willing 
to talk about the number of 
people w'ho have bought tick¬ 
ets. no one is prepared to say- 
how much might have 

paid. 

"I (k*n*l have the figures.’’ 
he said. “I wtnild hesitate to 
give them anyway. That is 
corrtpany policy. We are will¬ 
ing to talk attendances.” 

Preliminary work is al¬ 
ready going on for the next 
film. It will be The Spy Who 
Loved Me. Before he died 


in 1901. Fleming requested 
that it was not to be made as 
the book was written. ”Hc 
gave no reason.” says Broci'o 
li. 

“Only 007*5 name and the 
title will be used. The rest 
will be the work of a senpt 
writer — as. indeed are 
most'of the later Bonds. 

Broccoli justified this de¬ 
parture from the book by say¬ 
ing the films have to be “con¬ 
temporary” Then .Moonraktr 
will folknv..

DARWIN (AF) - Prime 
Minister (iough Whitlam 
toured cyclone-ravaged Dar- 
w'in Saturday and promised 
residents (lie north-coast Aus¬ 
tralian city will be rebuilt. 
Meamvhile private organiza¬ 
tions launched appeals to help 
victims of the Christmas di¬ 
saster. 

The death toll from the cjv 
clone stood at 48 following the 
discovery of two bodies float¬ 


ing in Darwin harbor. The 
storm destroyed or damaged 
90 per cent the bailings in 
the seaport of 41,000 persoru. 

Whitlam called the destruc¬ 
tion heartbreaking and said: 
“Ihe government is deter¬ 
mined the city will be rebuilt 
and restored This is an es¬ 
sential port. It has always 
been Australia’s gateway.” 

Churches and clubs and 
other public and private 


groups around Aiustralia have 
organized aid apiieals for the 
victims. 

A star-studded benefit con¬ 
cert was scheduled for next 
Saturday in Sydney, with the 
top tickets selling at $1 mil¬ 
lion Australian — the equiva¬ 
lent of M-3 million — for two. 

As Whitlam walked the de¬ 
vastated streets to inspect the 
damage from the worst natu¬ 
ral disaster in Australia's his¬ 


tory. jetliners flew in and out 
of the city, evacuating thou¬ 
sands of homeless survivors. 
One Qantos 747 jumbo airlift¬ 
ed a record 620 women, chil¬ 
dren and injured men to Syd¬ 
ney. Its normal capacity* is 
380 passengers. 

Since the cyclone struckt 
16,800 persons have been 
flown from Darwin to cities 
and towns around the country.

ENOUGH FOR SEVERAL N BOMBS 

Plutonium missing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Enough plutoni¬ 
um is missing from the Kerr McGee produc¬ 
tion facility in Crescent, Okla., to make sev¬ 
eral nuclear bombs. National Public Radio 
reported Saturday. 

Between 44 pounds and 66 pounds of the 
ratUoactive material is unaccounted for, 
NPR said. Nuclear bombs require about 4.4 
pounds of plutiHiium. 

The Kerr McGee plant has had several in¬ 
cidents of serious plutonium contamination, 
and various allegations have been made that 
quality control data for the facility has been 
falsified. 

Kerr McGee produces experimental fuel 
rods to be used in the government’s fast 
breeder reactor program. 

Dr. F'rsell Esans, a vice-president of Wes- 
tinghousc, was quoted in an interview with 


NFR as saying he heard from an Atomic 
Energy Commission official that 20 kilo¬ 
grams — 44 pounds — was missing or unac¬ 
counted for. 

An AEC official. Dr. Donald Knuth. ac¬ 
knowledged AEG was having significant 
problems with accountability at the Kerr 
McGee plant, but he refused to say how 
much plutonium was not accounted for. He 
did say the amount was significant enough to 
require the company to re-audit. 

Knuth said the AEC does not routinely 
audit plutonium inventories, but depends on 
company records. 

A Kerr McGee laboratory technician. 
Karen Silwood. was killed in an automobile 
accident as she drove to meet a reporter to 
document alleged falsification of company 
records.

Rockefeller seems aware of ' 
that. 

"I want to be as quiet and \ 
as helpful las p<^>ssible) and 
only do that which is appi'o- 
priate and u’Seful to the presi- i 
deni and to the people of the 
country.” he told re()orters. 

Most vice (tresidents in the 
past have found themselves 
severely frustrated at their li¬ 
mited res()onsibUities. 

They have served as the 
traveling emissaries for pres¬ 
idents. but often their diplo¬ 
matic missions have been 
nebulous. President Nixon 
sent Vice I’resideni Splni 
Agnew on several such global 
journeys. Afterwards Nixon 
barely accorued Agnew a half I 
hour to hear his reiiort. 

Lyndon Johnson, who had ; 
once held Ihe vaunted (wsition 
of senate nia.joi'ity leader and 
was one of the most (lowerful 
e\cr to bear that title, nexer 
hid his frustration as the sec¬ 
ond man in the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration. 

Although he got along with 
J. F. K., he had to fight the 
feeling that Kennedy’s aides 
were trying to "dump him." 
which they were. 

When Johnson selected Hu¬ 
bert Mutn|)hrey to be ^lis run¬ 
ning mate he told Humphrey: 
"You know you’re only going 
to be a messenger boy ai*ound 
here." 

Hum(*brey was just that. He 
lied his loyalties so closely to 
.liifmson that, when he run in 
1988 for i»resident. he could 
not se|)arale himself from 
Johnson's war ixilicies. 

Nixon. I(X3. knew what It 
was to serve as vice presi¬ 
dent. He sfient eight years in 
that (xisl under Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower. During the 1960 presi¬ 
dential race Eisenhower, ask¬ 
ed what contributions Nixon 
had made, devastated Nixon 
hy telling a news conference: 

"If you give me a week. I'll 
think of something.” 

When F.D.R. died. then-\ice 
l>rcsidenl Hanv Truman had 
not l>een ^n*oughl into any of 
the top secret military policy 
planning. Secretary of War 
Henry Stimson even had to in¬ 
form Truman there was such 
a thing as the atomic bomb. 

Ford, on the other hand, 
has signaled his intention to

FOSSIL 

HUNT 


We have collected many dif¬ 
ferent species of marine fossils 
from various areas of Vancouver 
Island but we wanted to find some 
leaf fossils to round out our grow¬ 
ing collection. 


Haslam Creek, south of Nanaimo, was report¬ 
ed to contain some leaf fossils so we decided to 
search there. 

One warm spring morning we started out 
with a picnic lunch, rock hammers, and high am¬ 
ateur expectations. Roger Williamson, a nine- 
year-old chum of our sen. John, was accompany¬ 
ing us that day. 

We had been told to travel on the Island High¬ 
way until reaching Cassidy Airport, about five 
miles north of the town oi LadysmiA. There we 
were to turn left on to Timberline Road. 

By taking the right hand turn at each fork on 
the deserted dirt road, we arrived at the remains 
of an old logging camp <m the edge of a Hver. We 
had arrived at our proposed destination. 

It was an Interesting place, especially for the 
two boys who wanted to poke around ^e ruins 
and investigate the garbage that had been depo¬ 
sited there more recently. The weathered re¬ 
mains of an <^d logging bridge that had fallen 
down could still be seen, and further down the 
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civ^T » (3abi9 aivinnM Che wjter; all tii'it re¬ 
mained of a cable car 

The road continued on still further, but It con¬ 
tained some pretty ominous looking potholes so 
we left it near the ruin^ and walked in the Test 
the way. 

Some of the holes extended across the road 
c'cxnplotely. makin*; it difficult to walk without 
getting damp feet Boys, of course, never go 
around water if they can help it. so they soon left 
us grov^Tiups behind 

Leaving behind us man's eyesore, we noted 
that nature in her undisturbed state more than 
o>tnpenaated for the desixMLition with her display 
of w'Udflowers. Although they were past their 
peak. Easter lillies abxinded. as did shooting 
-•tars and rock plants nn the mossy banks. Some 
trllliums still flowered in tnore sheltered spots 
and there were nvany fl-wering currant bushjs 
throughout. 

One small upcooteii .>ne. ftxind lying in the 
water came home with us and is no%v growing In 
the garden. Hi>pefully to flower in a couple yt 
>ears time. We even Lxind two fairly rare choe>* 
late lily plants, not in bloom unfortunately. 

A lO-minute walk along rooky creek bank led 
us to different surroundings: steep, bihck cok>i*ed 
stiaie banks that kM)ked like promising fossil 
grounds 

At '>ne point the n.iiT’Sw river channel was 
(>artially blocked bv huge oongU»merole houldei.s. 
some of which were feet h'lgh. C>ne wonders

what terrific pressure or force mo\ed uiese 
giants into their pre.^eni location. 

Ttie first thing the boys wanted to do was to 
explore a cave in the shale bank. It was a fair 
sl^e and both l)oys could stand upright and look 
around. The walls were a soft and shiny coal-like 
shale belonging to one ot the formations of cre¬ 
taceous rocks making up the Nanaimo coal fields 

TtiU particular tyi'e of shale is known as ca-e- 
bonaceous shale and is formed when terrifi.i 
movement and pressure squeeze carbon out to 
f'Xm the oily lool^g rock. 

The cave was not too interesting and the boy* 
soon decided to search for fossils elsewhere and 
leave spelunking for another time. 

The greyish shale lianks fuither along at first 
alsa appeared barren of fossils, but after several 
minutes obser%-aiion we were pleasantly surprised 
to see that the banks contained many fossU im> 
prints. As tlie shale was quite fragile. iKnvever, 
we had to be most careful extracting the speci¬ 
mens. 

Some of tlie fossils resembled our present 
poplar and alder leaves while others belonged to 
die sequoia family. Provincial department 
mines booklets state that two genera of sequoia 
have been identified from Haslam Creek fossi|s. 
The booklets also state that some of the species 
identified in these fossil remains are now cmly 
found in sulviropic and tropic climates, thus In¬ 
dicating great climatic changes over the ages. 

Marine fossils, including some excellent am¬ 
monite specimens, have als<.> been taken out of 
Haslam Creek and as there were none In this 
area, we headed upstream to see if we could 
locate some there. 

The river itself was quite narrow where the 
lx>uldera lay, and we were able to cross by jum^ 
ing from rock to rock. 

A log jam had accummulated just above this 
point and a sign had been strategically placed 
warning all of ttie danger of a sudden shifting. 
Not wanting to go near a |K>tentiaU>- dangerous 
situation, we trudged thn*ugh llilck underbrush

till we reached an impasse cf rock cliffs and cold 
water. The only passage w*ay was a long 3^foot 
log which would have to be crassed if we wanted 
to continue. 

At last, flat land and sure footing was 
reached, much to everytme's relief. Within a few 
hiinutes. Roger found the first of four frogs that 
the boys were to find in their exploring that day. 
Frog yes. fossils no; and as w’e hiked another 
cKie-half mile u{>stream. w’e realized that we were 
out of luck as thei'e was no sign of shale beds ki 
the flat land. 

Because no one w anted to go back via the log 
crossing, we cro.ssed a shallow part of the river 
and came back on the high side of the gorge. We 
had to climb up through thick bush, harder on 
bare arms -and legs but much easier on nerves for 
those with lack of balancing prowess. 

Reaching the top of the canyon, we could look 
straight down about 200 feet as we were now' on 
the high aide far above the boulders and k^s. Hie 
boys w’ere anxious to look for more fossils so we 
hurried back to our original shale banks below- 
the canyon. 

Extracting a few more fossil specimens from 
the banks, we then felt we had enough collected 
for our needs. They were carefully wrapped and 
carried with caution as they were exti-emely frag-

ile. Fortunately, we discovered a ioot pitti 
thixMjgh the bush, and it was an easy walk back 
to the car w ith our new found fossils. 

With our morning's find safely in die car. we 
had now but to pick a good spot to eat our picnic 
lunch. Hie choosing of this Iwation was done t^r 
the two boys as we came back out to the Island 
Highway opposite the airport. 

They had spotted some sail planes or gliders 
soaring above the airport and wanted to watch 
There were five gliders altogether, but onl>' two 
were flying. Each of the tw o would be pulled aloft 
by the tow' plane and then released to sk>wl>' soar 
abm’e the airpeot till the air currents brought 
them back to the ground. 

We spent more than an hour eating lunch and 
watching the graceful gliders being launched, 
soaring in circles, then returning to the ground 
for repeat trips. Finally, perhaps with a little 
envy, we started the car and headed for home. 
With several good leaf fossils to add to our collec¬ 
tion. plus an enjoyable day e.xploring Haslam 
Creek, we felt w’e had spent se\'eral worthwhile 
hours on .i new family adventure.

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Ed Hobbs Remembers 


^ How does a man first become 
interested in one particular hobby? 
Why wood carving instead of bowl¬ 
ing, or lapidary rather than mar¬ 
quetry? 

( There must be all sorts of reasons, and re¬ 
cently w-hen I talked to Ed Hobbs, late manager 
of the Victoria Woolworth’s store, I found that his 
, Interest in working rocks springs, he thinks, from 
* the fact that he had been bom in the silver-lead 
mining area of B.C. 

Edgar Hobbs was bom in Slocan City In the 
K<Hiten.iys. I^tklng back, Ed feels that the size of 
the place did not really warrant its being called a 
city. However, he says that at the time he was 
born there were, he was later told, no less than 14 
l>eer parlors and hotels there, which must mean 

i snmeihing. ' • 

Slocan Cit>* never had much of a chance to 
; form a memory for Ed since when he was tw^, 

' his family moved up to Nakusp. Ed’s father was 
{ assistant agent for the CPR on the Arrow I^kcs, 
so P'd has many memories of life in the old days 
when King Steam was of vital im|)ortanc€ in the 
oiJening of :\ still relatively new prnvin< e. 

Tlio^e were the days when the old stem- 
wiiccIcrH still piled the Arrow I^kes. and to 
Hie >o<ing Kd they rcpresente<I a world of 
roinsince and adventure. As (’PR agent, Ed’s 
father's place of work was down by the 
water’s edge so Ed was able to en}oy Iwlh th© 
coining of the sternwheelers and the move* 
inent of the trains. He also watihed the old 
jirospeotors coming In on th© sternwheelers 
and they really fired his Imagination. 

Anmrig the boats Ed most clearly remembers 
! were the Kootenay and the Rosslajid, both of 
} which were built at Nakusp. In the old days, of 
* course, the boats were operated by the Columbia 
; and' Kootenay Steam Navagatlon Company which 
* had been formed in 1889. 

( I-ater. it was to become more familiarly 
, kn.iwn as the CKSN. and later still the entire 
I company was taken over by the CPR. The last 
' big boat to be buUt by the original company was 
the Nakusp which w.ts launched at Nakasp on 
I D«*minion Day. 1895. Her captain. Captain Troup 
was, by all ac«>unts, quite determined to 
! make her a boat fit to ri\*ftl the luxur>’ vcs.sels 

i plying out of Portland. 

The Nakusp must have been a beautiful boat 
Indeed. She was 171 feet long and 33 feet abeam. 

I .She had three decWi and. into the bargain, she 

( also had 32 staterooms. 

Both the Kiwtenay and the Rossland which 
I Ed remembers so well were added to the fleet 
alter the ('PR Iwughl out the old CKSN in 1897. 
j The Kootenay was actually modelled on the 
Nakusp biK was 10 feet larger and 1.117 gross 
j Ions. The Ros.sland was as long as the Kootenay 
I but narrower. 

I The Rossland was known ,^s the CPR “fher" 

I and according to report was designed to make the 
Arrmvliead Trail migid trip in 21 hours. Old 
re-ords sh<nv that on her trial run she travelled 
fTN>m .Vrrowhead to .Vakusp in one htntr an<f 42 
minutes at an average speed ^»f more than 20 
miles an htKir. 

IJoweser. as <an l)o imaginol. the greater the 
speed the greater the fuel consumption in this 
case. w<kk1. Therefore .such high speeds were not 
encouraged e\<‘ept in cases of emergency, since 
the cost WMS loo great. There were even reiK>rt« 
that on occasion if was sometimes necessiir>* for 
these boats to make uniwemedilated f-irays 
ashore for wood foraging trljis In aid of the 
boilei'S. 

Kd never saw that harg>en himself. ih«»ugh 
there are a number of cleared areas by the 
sh<>reline which testify of this. Tlvise old stem- 
wheelers were of very shallow draught whi< h 
niade such a ploy entirely feasible. 

.Another of Ed's ni(‘niori(*s Is of the 
old .Minto — to his mind, the mo«t faniomt 
boat of ail. She was built, VA tells me. for use 
, In the Vukon and for this reason her hull was 
of steel. When It came time for her to be 
I ahipped down to tlio Arrow' I.akes. she was 
4 cut in pieces and transported to Nakusp 
K where abo was put together again. 

But not all Ed’s memories are of strrn- 
wlieelers and prospectors. 

% Indeed, one of the things^ which slicks in Ms 
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mind most clearly is the slory of Sam Henry, a 
Chinese who came to Nakusp at the turn of the 
centur>* atvi started a market gaiHen. 

He prospered and eventually had many other 
Oiinese working under him. 

One might wonder how a market garden 
could flourish to such an e.xtent in a small town 
like Nakusp w’here it would seem probable that 
the residents would have their ow'n gardens in 
any case. But Sam was shrewd. He got contracts 
to supply his vegetables to all the sternwheelers 
and also to the CPR hotels. 

Sam became a man of substance and a per¬ 
son of importance in the tow'n. He was even, Ed 
recalls, a third degree mason. 

Naturally he bad a wife, hut In 1910 h© 
went back to Oilnn Iea\Ing his wife In B.C. 
When he returned he brought with him a sec* 
find wife. Wife No. 2 was yoiiug and pretty, 
but apparently Wife No. 1 always held th© 


al. This time he was accompanied by a Chinese 
band especially brought down, from Re\elstoke, 
as well as the local band. 

Ed Hobbs rememliers that great oc- 
i-aNioii, for ne^ er in his short life had he seen 
n man have two funerals in one day. He 
recalls that the dtlnes© mourners walked 
ahead casting Chinese |>aper money In front of 
Sam for a distance of half a mile. This, Ed 
thinks, WHS in order to keep the devil busy 
and safe from satanlc harm. 

On reaching the cemetery six paid women 
mourners threw lh€m.selves on the ground and 
began to wail and lament loudly as an expression 
of the general grief at Sam’s passing. At the 
burial plot k>ss sticks were burned, and then f<x)d 
was put out for-the nourishment of .Sam’s soul.

So much so that Ed tliinks 
the old wife even h^ her way as to how the 
children of wlf© No. 2 would lie raised. 

In course of time. Sam died, and to this day 
Ed who was of course a boy at the time, still 
renieinbers the funerals of Sam Henry. (That’s 
right funerals, in the phtral). M 'Kd says — 
"Old Sam was present at two funerals for himself 
and still didn’t manage to get buried." 

It seems that Sam had made a request for a 
Christian iuirial, but Wife No. 1 insisted on a Chi- 
ne.se funeral. Thus Sam was doubly taken care of. 
The first funeral service was held in the Presper- 
terian and since Sam was a highly respected citi¬ 
zen. all the towm dignitaries, were there, together 
with the .Nakusp Brass Band. 

FVdlow'ing the Presb>’tcrian scr%iee. Sam's 
coffin, drawn by a team of liorses with a sleigh, 
was taken to the < emetery b>r the Chinese funer- 


Eventually, Sam was out hat k on the sleigh 
ami journeyed back into tosvn where he w'as re¬ 
lumed to the mortuary. There he stayed for 
about a year — embalmed, of course. 

It w'HS the custom for relatives to ship dead 
Chinese back to their homeland for final burial at 
that time. However, since this wa.s an expensive 
prtuect, it was usual for the bcxiles to be stored 
until a suffii ieni number had been accumulated, 
at which time all the coffins would travel on one 
ship. Kd tells me that he believes a good deal of 
B.C'. jade also left the «-ountry with the embalmed 
bodies. 

It .sounds a bit shocking, but at the same 
time, if is unlikely that the authorities would he 
likely to investigate coffins. One wotild have 
th(Higljt though that they must have been rather 
on the heavy side I 

Of course, there is no suggestion that Sam 
shared his coffin with any illicit jade. Meanwhile,

Nakusp his Nci. 1 Wife paid him regular visits. 
Indeed. Kd .iclually saw her there one day. Boy¬ 
like, he and a friend had prevailed upon the un¬ 
dertaker to let them look at Sam, and before they 
had a chame to leave in walked Mrs. Sam Henry, 
saying: “And how is my poor Sam?" Needless to 
say. the boys left in a hurry! 

Other memories Ed has are of his father who 
was a great practical joker as well as being given 
to straight speaking without always giving 
thought to the wisdom of his plain talk. 

While his f.ather was. assistant Agent at 
Xakusp, Ed recalls tfiat the CPR had system of 
marking up demerit points against any employee 
who happened to offend their sense of decorum. 

L So, on one occasion, an Important man of 

^ the company wan due to arrive. Vnfortu* 
nately, however, a severe storm had washed 
out an importiint bridge and headquarters 
wired Rd's father demanding to know how the 
official was going to reach Nakusp. Father 
wired back, somewhat tersely — ‘‘Guess he'll 
Just have to swim.*' Ttiis, I gather, earned 
iiim 10 demerit |>olnts! 

Tlien tlHTe was the time when the wljole fam¬ 
ily went to visit friend-s without letting them know 
in advance of their prospective arrival. 

Thus when they arrived, they found their 
friends were oN ldently out for the day. The door 
of the house was open, however, and the Hobbs 
family waiited in tltc hoi)e that their friends would 
return. Finally they gave up the wait and started 
homeward again. 

However, nol before Hobbs senior had made 
the discovery that in the bam was a whole frozen 
pig. This he carried into the Ikhisc vs-here with 
loving care he put it to bed in his friend's large 
double l)ed. One hales to think of the reaction the 
wife got when she turned back the covers that 
night! 

But leaving fhougiUs ctf Sam Henr>'. and those 
mentories of his father’s Jokes on one side. Ed 
recalls that (he area vi’as a great silver-lead min¬ 
ing counlr>', and at Slocan the Lucky Jim Mine 
operated for many >ears during w'hich time l>oth 
•silver and lead were mined from it. 

Rd thinks now that his present interest in 
rockhountilng and iapidar^' was. In all proba¬ 
bility, fostered by the old mines and the sight 
of the prosperbirs travelling out on the stern- 
wlieelers witii their packs of ore on their 
tiacks. 

In course of time, Ed grew to manhood and 
l)ecame a teacher. However, after awhile he left 
^ the teaching profession to become a businessman, 
and so he remained to the end of his working life. 

On retirement. Ed and his wife continued to 
live in Oak Bay where they had made their home 
for many years. They both love Victoria and find 
much to occupy them here. 

Ten years ago. Ed thought of those old pros¬ 
pectors of his boyhood and as a result, he started 
on his interesting hobby of laptdaiy. First of all he 
took a course in rockhound geology' which he 
found of the greatest intercet. Later he followed 
this with a course in cutting and polishing. 

Today. Ed is just as busy as It is possible to 
be. Not only does he do a lot of lapidary w'ork on 
his own, but he teaches two courses a week at the 
Oak Bay Senior Citizens Actl\1ty Centre. As he 
sayi, he finds there are plenty of people wlio are 
just as eager to learn as he is to teach. He some¬ 
times pauses to wonder though if he would ever 
have been that Interested in rocks had it not been 
for the old days at Nakusp.

A Century Ago 


Few Dull Moments 
In Fort Victoria 






Historians view Rev. 
Robert John Staines as 
being something between 
a martyr for democracy 
and a pompous ass. 

Whatever Staines* true claim to 
fame, there is no denying that, dur¬ 
ing his brief and stormy tenure a« 
«hnplain and schoolmaster for the 
Hudson's Bay Company, there were 
few dull moments in the Fort Vic¬ 
tors of a century and more ago. 

A "Don QuI.xote In broadcloth,** 
as one writer has c<iIorfully df' 
scribed him, Staines' background 
must have suggested anything but a 
rebel and "fomentor of mischief” to 
his new employers when he was ac¬ 
cepted for duty in <)ut|)ost Van¬ 
couver I.sland, half a world away. 
Thirty >ears of age. married, and a 
Cambridge graduate, his previotjs 
leaching exfjerience had been 
gained at Derby grammar School, 
.aitbough a cl8«»»f(*al — and 
brilliant — M-liolar, Staines orig- 
inully lacked the main require- 
nxmt for the colonial posting: 
lliat he t>e a man of the cloth. 

He easily HurnuMinted this obsla- 
«*le (thereby demonstrating him¬ 
self to be a mao of adaptability! 

Ity applying for, ami re<‘elving, 
’voly orders. 

Thus armed, he obtained the dual 
posting a* HBC* |X>st chaplain 'for 
100 po»ind.s annually! and as .schoc*!- 
teacher to the children of the fort 
(at 340 i««ind.s j^er annum); the 
former sti|)end to be paid by the 
romi)any. the latter to be the re- 
h{)«)r)sibility of his students’ parents. 

As Mrs. Staines also \va.s a quali¬ 
fied teacher, this arrangement in- 
cludeo her instniciion of the ix>st's 
young ladies. 

I.lttle, unfortunately, is kmjwn of 
Staines' background in the Old 
Country beyond the fact that he had 
proven himself a gifted scholar. Li¬ 
kely his parerts »"nothing of conse- 
<jiicnce.” according to one historian) 
were of limited means and statu.s, 
the young Staines ha\ ing had to ius- 
tify his university entrance through 
hard work and high marks; j>erhap5 
his obvious abilities attracted the at- 
feiiflr#n of a wealthy sjxmsor. 

Whatever the case, he gradiiated 
fom Cambridge with bc^rs and 
sef ured a leaching jjosition at Derby 
grammar School: the |k>sI he held 
when he learned of the ofiening in 
fiM*-off Fort Victoria. 

R»it if full particulars as to Rob¬ 
ert Staines' family and early 4*areer 
are lacking, it is jsrssiblc to form a 
\ivid mental image *>( the 3D*year- 
okl preacher-teacher wh«i eventually 
foiird his vsay to i.solated Vancouver 

im 8<'tionA and manner soon 
rcxealed him to be \ain, arro¬ 
gant and ambitious; in siM)rt, a 
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costume, he borried right hj 
Matnea to enibnu'e the other! 

To say the least. Staines was un¬ 
happy. Hun by what he felt to have 
been a deliberate snub, he musr 
have sulked for much of the voyage 
to Victoria. His feelings, and those 
<4 his wife, were not revived by 
iheit first giim(>se of their new 
home. 

.As noted here some weeks ago. 
their arrival in Fort Victoria could 
f>nly have Ixen traumatic. Assured 
in England — by company of- 
fH'inls that comfcaiable quarter* 
w'Kiid be awaiting them at the trad¬ 
ing jM^si. they were distressed it- 
find that Vidorta boasted few of the 
a>n#*nuies of the Old (’ounlry. 

In tai l, their iniiial impression, 
as revopled by Chief Trader Ro-. 
derii.k FinlayM>n years afterward^' 
was one of "mud and mire.” Ar 
tfxic were no stjeets, narrow (rack.* 
of m»Ml whbh served a« thorough- 
fates I'tadf seab'»ols U;e older of th<' 
day.

Perhaftf the m«>sf revealing 
glimiiso at the real Rev. R. J.

Despite the fact that they left 
several outstanding debts in Eng¬ 
land, the Staines’ were not alone 
during the outbound voyage, being 
accompanied by (wo servants.

wich) Islands, Staines decided. like 
all good irnnisls, that he would like 
to meet the "king of the l annibal 
isles,** and, for the occasion, outfit¬ 
ted his manservant in a spiendW 
new livery.

Particularly on those long, te¬ 
dious summer afternoons when 
“leaminfi' the collects,” when, de¬ 
spite the hardness of his seat, An¬ 
derson found it impossible to remain 
awake — “and woe betide me” if 
Staines caught him do/ing. 

Three-quarters of a century 
after, Anderson described Van¬ 
couver Island's first classroom as 
spartan. Heated only by an old, and 
ineffective, box stove in winter (the 
older students hogging the warmer 
seats from their smaller fellows), 
and stifling in summer, the school 
had little to offer in the way of com¬ 
fort. 

Upstairs, the dormitor>' was little 
better equipi)Cd, the tedium and ho¬ 
mesickness being relieved only by 
the antics of bachelors Helmcken, 
McKay and company, whose ”mild 
orgies.” as viewed through a piece 
of loose flooring, proved, as can be 
imagined, to be highly entertaining. 

Betuecn orgies, the students had 
to content themselves with catching 
rats, Staines having fosted a bounty 
of a shilling for each do/en killed. 
Unfortunately, despite the fact that 
the fort was overrun by vermin, An¬ 
derson ruefully recounted that the 
animals were cunning and hard to 
catch with the students’ home-made 
traps. Consetjuenlly. few earned the 
shilling and many a night's slee[> 
was disturbed by the (litter-patter of 
tiny feet; sonielimes across one’s 
face. 

As for Staines, he hud sought 
his own diversion in the form of 
a lU'Bc-re farm at Mount Tolmie, 
then a SOO aere estate at Metcho- 
sin. C'usimlly ignoring the fact 
that the Hudson's Bay Co. 
owned all of ^’uneonver Island 
(and employed him), Staines 
was a squatter. Sure that the 
land must rvenliially be re¬ 
leased for settlement, he refused 
to pay the company's exorbitant 
price and proceeded to raise 
pigs and cattle bedween classes. 
Then, as the farm demanded 
more of his time, the duties of 


schoolteacher reverted more and 
more to Mrs. Staines. 

On Sundays, he could not escape, 
sen ing in the dual cai>acity of par¬ 
son lor the morning and afternoon 
ser\’ices, and as schrolteacher in,be¬ 
tween. For his students, Sunday was 
the longest day of the week — "a 
day of terror.” After a breakfast of 
bread, treacle and tea without milk, 
they attended the a.m. service. That 
over, they turned to lunch — pota¬ 
toes, meat "and sometimes fish” — 
when they suffered through the "col¬ 
lects.” Following an afternoon ser¬ 
vice, the students again had tea. 
bread and treacle before retiring to 
their hard beds consisting of a sin¬ 
gle blanket atop a board as 
mattress, and another for cover 
against the winter chill. 

Amazingly, all survived, Ander¬ 
son boasting; "We were hardy 
young beggars and did not mind It.” 

Despite Staines’ ready temfier 
and ready switch, Andersem conced¬ 
ed, long after, that he was "never¬ 
theless a goM teacher.” Staines 
even f>roved himself to be more than 
a elassroom czar when he organized 
occasional outings by Indian canoe 
up the Clorge. 

Once out of the claMroom, 
and Into the forests which sur¬ 
rounded the fort, he became an- 
oilier man. A dedicated student 
of biology, he imparted his own 
i-nihiislasm for natural history 
to his charges. At night, gath¬ 
ered about the fire, he led his 
Students In sung. 

It was during such outings that 
Staines was able to relax. It seems, 
and be himself. At such times, said 
Anderson, he became quite likeable. 
Hut. on<-e back in the classroom, he 
re\erted to the tyrant of before. 

Obviously, Staines found this 
same method of escape on his farm, 
takings more and more time away 
from his classroom duties, and caus¬ 
ing criticism to the effect that he 
preferred his pigs to his pupils. (Un¬ 
doubtedly. If the truth were known, 
this was correct. As fai* as Chief 
Factor James Douglas was con¬ 
cerned, he was unquestionably vio¬ 
lating his contract and neglecting 
his duties as teacher). 


Actually. Douglas was. by this 
time, thoroughly disgusted with his 
chaplain and schoolteacher, al¬ 
though not strictly on grounds of 
dereliction of duty. For Staines, be- 
tw'een officiating at Sunday service, 
tutoring the post children, and at¬ 
tending to the care and attention of 
his beloved pigs, had found time to 
involve himself in (Ktlilics. 

Despite the fact that the HBC 
reigned supreme over all of Van¬ 
couver Island, discouraged all at¬ 
tempt? at colonization by ‘Indepen¬ 
dent settlers” (this, in direct viola¬ 
tion of its royal charter), and was 
his employer, Staines blissfully and 
vociferously championed the cause 
of open colonization: a pastime 
which could hardly he ex|«cted to 
w in Douglas' appn)val. 

Their differences had liegua 
with Staines' perfurmlng the 
marriage ceremony for James 
Cathie and Marla Field, the 
staid Douglas reprimanding the 
minister for pro<*eeding with the 
service when evidence Indicated 
lhat Miss Field had heea mar¬ 
ried before. 

Usually — and with increasing 
frequency — the two r - both 
headstrong and eciually suhe os to 
the justice of his cause —, differed 
on eompan>' policy. With a growing 
number of inde{*endent settlers, 
Staines continually voiced criticism 
of the HBC's efforts to discourage 
colonization. Wlien, in 1853, he In¬ 
formed the British Consul, at San 
Francisco of gold having been dis¬ 
covered on the mainland, he again 
raised the Ire of Douglas. 

As head of the ilBC on Van¬ 
couver Island, ]><iiiglas resented 
any such publicity which codid 
le^ to an laflu.x of settlers. 
Vancouver Island, the company 
reasoned (charier notwithstand¬ 
ing), was for fur trading, not 
farming. 

Staines, Douglas r>^nncd with dis¬ 
dain. was not performing to expecta¬ 
tion. "Had I a selection to make (/or 
teacher) he Is not the man I w'ould 
choose. But it must be admitted we 
might find a man w-orse qualified.” 

'Their differences came to a head, 


w-hen, with the resignation of Rk’h- 
ard Hlanshard as first goverm>r of 
the crown colony of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. Blanshard agreed to carry 
with him to England a i)etition. urg¬ 
ing representation, which had been 
signed by the colony's handful of 
residents who were unassociated 
with the company. Among the "in- 
defundent settlers” whose nan\« 
was on the petition was none other 
than t/iat of Rev. Robert Staines — 
preacher and teacher in the com¬ 
pany's employ. Douglas accused 
the parson of being "a fomentor of 
mischief and, I believe, a preacher 
of sedition.” 

Moreover, raged Dr)Uglas: "Hit 
time api>ears to ^ devot^ to litiga¬ 
tion and agitation. He is occasioning 
dissension between the colonists and 
tl»e company.” 

In other words, Staines did not 
seem to know on which side Ida 
bread w'as buttered. He was a trai¬ 
tor to the company's cause aad, 
with such annoying dissidents aa 
Capt. James Cooper, a damned nui¬ 
sance. Their petition, he said, "slan¬ 
dered” the HBC. 

When Staines bravely at¬ 
tacked the fur company's trade 
monopoly, and continued to defy 
Douglaa’ wrath, he was givea 
notice that his servlci-s as 
schoolmaster would not Im' re¬ 
quired as of June I, 18.11. 

Finally, with the appointment of 
a legislative council, the rebels de¬ 
cided that their only recourse lay In 
taking their case directly to the col¬ 
onial office. Perhaps‘'becauso he was 
now a free spirit, Staines was 6\t- 
l»olnfed as "delegate.” 

The. noble assignment got off to 
an inauspicious start when he 
missed his boat and had to rare to 
Sooke in hoftes of overtaking it. Un- 
fcwlunatcly. wind and tide beat 
him, and he had to book passage in 
another vessel. Weeks fiassed. Mrs. 
Staines and his fellow petitioners 
confident that he was well on his

Europe Is Our Past 
Asia Is Our Future 


By Margaret Williams 

Molly Phillips has been con-- 
ducting tour groups to distant 
lands since 1962, and last spring 
she took a group to China. 

Molly Phillips was born in Hong 
Kong and lived in Canton as a 
child and she went back again in 
1932 to teach. 

Her mother waf? a supenising teacher In 
exangellcal work in Canton, having gone out In 
1904. The year before, her father, Sidney Rick¬ 
etts. an eng^inecr from L(»)don, Elngland, went to 
Canton to build the first electric power station In 
South China. 

He met Molly's mother and they were mar^ 
rted in Canton and Molly was bom after they 
mo\ ed to Hong Kong. 

Times w-ere bad in the ea.'st so the family 
decided to come to Canada where Mr. Ricketl’s 
work took him by degrees across the countr>- 
until thev finally settled in Vancouver, B.C. 

Molly graduated from the University' of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia In 1929 and It was here she met 
Dick Phillips and they became engaged and they 
both completed their teacher training there. 

Teaching jobs were impossible to obtain at 
that time and in 1931-32 Molly tatight Canadian 
history in Jai>anese night schools and by day she 
took a business course. 

Ill the summer of the prlm-lpal of a 
M'liool In Caaton was holidaying in VMCOUver 
niid yiolly heard that she needed another 
teacher and would take one back with her 
and Molly, after bring Interviewed, signed a 
three-year r4>nlract and by September she 
found herself again In Canton. 

She taught at St. Hilda's in what was once a 
Buddhist temple, Itnown as the City of the Dead. 
The classrooms had been the storage places for 
the bodies that were awaiting the auspicious day 
of burial, as w'as the Chinese custom. 

An L'nglish-Anglican mission had bought the 
temple in 1919 and set up a girl's school. The high 
school clas.ses were taught in English as the 
graduating classes wrote examinations for Hong 
Kong university which was affiliated with Cam¬ 
bridge University, England. There were about IGO 
girl students at St. Hilda's. 

>Iolly*s flani'e. Dick, was still In Canada 
and wlien the senior math teacher at St. Hil¬ 
da's asked for a three month leave of absence 
the post was offered lo Pick, with his fare 
l»ald one way. 

He arrived in Canton and w'ithin a month was 
offered three jobs, one at Sun Yat Sun university 
in Canton, and two in Hong Kong, all teaching 
English. He accepted the Mission School in Hong 
Kong. 

The following year tl»e dormitories at St. Hil¬ 
da's were in such bad repair that it was decided 
to rebuild the school. When they w’ent to sell they 
found they lacked an essential paper because the 
government was angry that the Buddhists had 
sold to foreigners, so in 1934 St. Hilda’s closed. 

By this time Chiang Kai-shek had made a 
ruling that all schools must use only the Chinese 
language and St. Hilda's was the last to teach in 
English. 

.Molly was released from her contract aixl 
she and Dick were married In Canton, the 
Christmas of I9:t4, from the same liouse from 
which her noolher had lieen married 36 years 
before. 

She was carried to her wedding in a sedan 
chair and the minister, an Englishman, was a 
friend of her parents. One bridesmaid w'as a blue¬ 
eyed blorvde American, one a brunette from New 
Zealand, the soloist an American, the organist an 
Australian, the two ushers were English, the flow¬ 
er girls American and the best man a Canadian. 
Gecrffrey Smith, now minister at Wilkinson Road 
United Church, who was an e.xchange student 
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frcim UBC to Lingnam l‘ni\ersily in Canton, an 
American Foundation University for Chinese. 

The day of the wedding, in December, was, 
recalls Molly, like a June day here. The flowers 
were bought from a flower niarket, yellow’, W’hite, 
and bron/.e chrysanthemums, and for $2 they had 
enough to decorate the church and make the 
Ixjucjuets. They went to die Philippines for their 
honeymoon. 

The Phillips settled in Kowloon and for a year 
Dick was warden at St. John’s university hostel 
and taught at Yingwa Boys' School and Molly 
taught part-time for a while. David, their eldest 
son. was bom in Kong Kong in 1936. 

The following year they went to Korea for 
the summer holiiluys and at that time the 
Sino-Japanese war broke out and they re¬ 
turned to Hong Kong through Japan. 

From Yokohama they took an American 
President ship which call^ at Shanghai to pick 
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up refugees and all the way up the river they 
coultl .see the Chinese in their trenches along the 
river bank. 

A Japanese gunlx)at went up the river close 
beside them all the way and so was protected 
from the Chinese gunfire. 

When they reached an area on the river just 
before Shanghai they stopped for lighters to bring 
out passengers and the Jap^inese gunboat made a 
run for it while the American ship sat and waited 
out the battle between the Japanese and Chinese 
fire. Planes circled overhead and the Oiinese 
opened fire cgi them and were bombed by the 
Japanese planes in return. Finally a Japanese 
plane crashed just in front of their ship. 

They waited for refugees and then rushed for 
Hong Kong. They met the President Hoover com¬ 
ing from the south to Shanghai and that was the 
ship which the Japanese attacked, dropping a 
bomb straight down the funnel luckily a dud. 

Canton was now being bombed, but Hong 
Kong was untouched, but this was 1938, the time 
of the Municii crisis, and Hong Kong w’as on 
tenter hooks, fearing attack. All Germans were 
being e\acuaied by a passenger liner, built as a 
w'arship , but these people returned, says Mcrfly, 
after the crisis was over. 

Paul, their second son, was bom a month 
later, and the Phillips came home in January, 
1939, just before war broke out. Dick was advised 
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not to return. Many Chinese were leasing Hong 
Kong and the school population was depleted, so 
he went info social service work in Vancous’er 
and later into business. 

In 1946 Molly and Dick, together with several 
groups from Vancouver move^ to Cedar, Van- 
cotiv'cr Island, where they started a co-operative 
community, but as the government wouldn't 
allow veterans to put money into co-operatives 
the venture was •d<M)med. 

People worked at various occupations, all 
money was pooled, but eventually their land, ad¬ 
jacent to that of the infamous Brother 12. was 
sold. It was while at Cedar that Molly's twins 
were lx»rn. Rhys and Ruth. 

Tlie family ninvcd to \'ictarla and Molly 
went imek to teaching. .She will retire In 
June after 10 yearw of teaching In Suunicli 
»cIum>Ih. 

Molly never lost her interest In the Orient and 
she wanted to make |ie(^>ple more aware of the 
east. She says: “Europe is our past. Asia is our 
future.” 

She feeU RrltUh ('oliinilda should have 
close ties with the Orient, mo In 1963, through 
the churciieM, she organized u tour to Japan, 
Korea. Hong Kong and Thailand. 

She look 67 people. 40 of whom were under 21 
>ears of age. In 1964 she took a group to western 
and eastern Europe, including Poland. Russia 
and C/echoslovaklA* iff 

In 1967 she took a small party to E.xpo In 
Montreal and in 1970 .she took SO students and 20 
adults to Expo 70 in Japan, sj-tending a week in 
Korea as well. On this trip the idea of a trip to 
Cliina was born so in that same year she began 
applying to the Chinese government for permis¬ 
sion. The Saanich Teachers’ Association offered 
Its sponsorship and finally In March, 1974, they 
were notified they might make the journev In 
May. ^ 

Twenty-five |>eople were hurriedly gath¬ 
ered together, including teachers from 
Saanich. Duncan. Nanaimo, Ck>urteaay, 
and Victoria atudenta from Claremont Secon¬ 
dary — where Molly leaehes others from 
various colleges and sot'lal workers from 
Vancouver. 

The party flew CPA to Honolulu and on the 
the Phillipines for two days, then three days in 
I long Kong where they look the train from Kow¬ 
loon to Shumchun, the border towTi on the river 
separating the British New Territories from the 
People's Republic of China, where they were met 
by two F'ngllsh speaking Chtne.se guides w'ho ac¬ 
companied them throughout the tour. 

They discussed with the guides what they 
most wanted to see and submitted a long list and 
plans were co-ordinated with Hangchow. Shang¬ 
hai, Nanking and Peking so they were able to see 
all that they had asked to sec and much more 
besides., 

Arrived in Canton, or. as it is now’ called. 
Kwangchow. one of the first places they visited 
w'as the Deaf-Mute School, which w’as set up as a 
private school in 1946. Fees w'ere high then, there 
were 30 students w’ith seven or eight staff 
members. After liberation, in 1949. the number of 
students increased to 390 with 77 staff members. 
The school Is free and any child who Is a deaf 
mute may attend. 

One period a day Is devoted to acnpitiK’- 
ture and they saw the process In operation 
with young children. AiH»ut 76 per cent of the 
children Imve regained their hearing and 
speaking to different degrees and 30 per cent 
of that number have become advanced pupils 
V Mome becoming teachers. 

They visited Canton Road Kindergarten 
which was set up In 1W.3 and now has 230 children 
and a staff of 30. The charge is $.3 for half a year. 

After the cultural revolution, Molly says, 
there was a great change of emphasis and much 
e:lucationaI reform. People were encouraged to 
learn from the sayings and actions of Dr. Beth- 
une. such as, "doing all for others and none for 
oneself." Mutual help is stressed, caring for each 
other, assisting others. 

She tells an amusing story of a child who got 
very wet falling in the water. Another child prom¬ 
ptly gave him his dr>’ clothes. The next child that 
came along then gave the second child hit 
clothes, and so on, dowm the line of children. 

Heavily- stressed is the spirit of learning from

workers, and soldiers, and the‘-e ihrct 
(afegories cover everyone in China. 

The children take part in light manual labor 
and each week something is sent for them to do.

Perhaps one of the most lm|K)rtanf a*- 
IMeta of life in Ctiina U that of the eonmiuor. 
and MoUy took her group to the Halo (hla<> 
agricultural commune situated in the soutbern 
suburb# of Kwangchow. 

In 1949 the redistribution of land gave the 
peasants their own small farms. Farmers were 
then encouraged to work together and member* 
helped one another in pnxluction and from this 
developed co-operatives in the mid 50s when 
members pooled their land. As production in¬ 
creased Chairman Mao called for an all-out effort 
ttnd co-operatives amalgamated and in 1958 came 
the communes. 

The agricultural population of Hsin Chiao, fer 
Instance, is 56.000. Main i»roducts are fruit. 
Including lichee, pineapple, persimmon, banana, 
olives, papaya, tangerine, oranges, etc., vegeta¬ 
bles, rice, and sugar cane. Fish are produced 
•n the rice paddies and small factories in the com¬ 
mune do some processing. The women assist dur¬ 
ing the harvest but otherwise earn their living l-y 
mass pr-xtuction of machine-made garments.

In a Sailings Yacht

In our own climb up the Rhine 
we bad risen to 220 feet above sea 
level at Koblenz. Now the Mosel 
River would lift Betty and I on 
board Starflower another 455 
feet. 


Slni'e 19G< the Mosel has been canalized an! 
timed. A 1,500 ton freighter can now’ make an 
eaiy pa.isaKe through Cierniany and right up the 
Mosgl Into France. 

To allow- such ships to pass over areas of 
ihillowi and rapids n l*-foot depth had to be 
created and maintained during periods of both. 
.Irought and flood. This was done by building a 
dam etery 12 miles. At each dam a modem push 
iKitton lock lifts or lowers shipping to different 
levels. 

IVe limIUl.v approached the first Im k, blew 
three good hlaats on Starftower’s horn and 
waited. All was quirt. Not » eoul was In sight. 
Him slirnll.v the two great gates swung hack 
und n i^rcrn light flmdied on. 

We motored ooirefully In and fusioned b* IkjI- 
liTds set into the dripping concrobe wall. 
fiOO feet ahead In the cool gloom another pair of 
gates, rihbed .'ind trussed wito steel girder* hold 
back tons of water. The gates behind uk swung 
together with a final met^llc clang and almnet 
at onco we began to rise. 

Tlie bollards we w'ere tied to wrre alm««t 
underwater before we slipped other lines over 
another higher set and flicked off tlie first lim'a. 

Soon we w'ere up In the sunshine, le>'el with 
the control tower and the river ahead. The upper 
gates opened and we were on our way. A down 
coming ship entered and went through the whole 
jvr-K'ess in reverse. 

The niuln danger to tniull veeaefs In tl>e 
ItM'ke l« propeller turbulence from large 
«hips. They often tie up with only one 
f-able and liitg the wall by leaving their 
propellorw turning. Thin meant that the water 
around iie wn* oontlnuully agitated. Our |ot( 
wa* to keep well eeeured to the wall while 
f-onatantty adjiietlng the line* to the rapidly 
ehanglng water level. 

The lock fills so quickly that the wafer seeots 
to boll. A sudden vicious itp*w'elling can grab the 
bow and swing It out and across the Irn'k or 
fimash the whole boat into the stone wall with 
tremendous force. We had 10 inflated ruhtjer 
fk'nders and could have used even more. 

Another worrj* was Starflowers’ mast. In it's 
h^ri^ontal position six feet extended over the 
stem. It was a sensitive nerve protruding out to 
wards the snapping jaw's of the lock gates. 

Beside each'^ock Is a smaller selfoperated 
Ixk for pleasure craft. Unfortunately the dimon* 
lions of these were too small for Starflower's 
beam and depth. Doubly unfortunate, as the 
small locks were free of charge and the large 
ones W'ere not. However, a yacht can use the

For two days we followed Pedl an old French 
harge.

Until seven years ago the vil- 
bigrrs had to cross the river in a small punt to 
reach the highway. Kven other Germans when 
{>aKxing ihr»)UKh say: ‘T hardly know what lan¬ 
guage they speak, I can't understand them.'* 

Yet to us it is the town where the postmaster 
would lock up the p(^t office to bring a letter 
down to the harbor, or the vintners would alw'ays 
be re'idy to give us free samples from a bottle of 
their oldest and best.

Gun thefts are on the rise. Many 
of the victims are gun dealers and 
coUectori, but most are sportsmen 
There’s not much the hone.st, run-of- 
tfto-field hunter ax>d shooter can do 
about It except insure, take ceriaio 
precautions, and trust to luck. 

Your guns may l)e fully t-overed 
Ift your home policy under "lnHise- 
hold contents" — but don’t cixint on 
It, Check with your agent to U* .sure 
You ma.v even want to insure them 
under a special riiler. In any case, 
be sure that an exact vnUi.ition U 
placed Oft eadi gun. by serial 
number, and that you have a full list 
of the serial numbers •>! your guns 
on file. 

l^’hat can be done to kee[) guns 
from bein^ stolen? Little enough — 
but these steps may hel[>: 

\^’h^le on a hunting trip, even for 
the day, nev*er leave guns or gun 
cases In a car where they con l)c 
seen. If you stay in a motel, always 
take y'our guns In with you at night 
A thief can spot a hunter's car a 
mile aw'ay, and know's it's a trcv'tsure 
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trove of guns, c-^meras sni binocu¬ 
lars

If you have a gun caivinet at 
home, place It where it can’t lie .seen 
from the outside. Better yet. keep 
y-Yur guns hidden We knmv a hunter 
who keep.s a full gun cabinet sl«»cke*l 
with '’loaner” guns as a dei.*oy (or 
burglars, and his gixxl guns are 
stashed elsewhere. A farmer friend 
keeps only his wt>rk guns at home — 
a cvxiple of .2'2s ami an old shotgun 
Tlie rest of his muskets 01*6 kept hid¬ 
den w'ith a friend in town.

According to the Society of Au¬ 
tomotive Engineers.

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MARINE MISSION -By Vida Wellwood 


Two hundred bald eagles fishing on the river at Owikeno in January? 
A study group at Lucy Light discussing "I'm Okay-You're Okay"? Answering 
an air-sea rescue call and abandoning the plans for that day, praying that 
they will arrive at the scene in time to be of help? Celebrating the 83rd 
birthday of Olaf Slaback at Sunshine Bay in company with the people of 
Dawsons Landing, Draney Inlet, Finn Bay, Duncan Bay, and Goose Bay?^ 


These are just a few of the highlights in the 
life of.Bol) and Celia Farls of ihe M.V. Thomas 
(Vosby V, Central Mainland Marine Mission, 
rnileil CTiurch of Canada. 

It was niy pleasure this fall to meet Bob and 
Celia Karis. 

Engine trouble, a late arrival at Coniox har¬ 
bor. and the necessity or sailing with the early 
morning tide to clear the narrows combined In 
making the Crosby’s stay a short one. She has a 
captain and crew of engineer and three deckhands , 
as well as Reverend and Mrs. R. A. Faris. 

Her overall length is 80 feet, beam 21 feet, 
and draft 10 feet. The diesel engine is 365 horse¬ 
power, cruises full out at 10 knots. She Is licenced 
to carry 45 people, sleeps 25 and is equipped with 
radar, depth sounder, full side-bond radio includ¬ 
ing the United Church private frequency and a ci¬ 
vilian band radio. 

*Bob and Celia explained that the key word of 
their work is “share.” Crosby V works In five- 
week cycles, three out making calls, then a two 
week break at the home berth in Prince Rupert. 

"We regularly expect to be the ministry in 
the villages of Hartley Bay and Owikeno, but we 
have been filling the gaps at Port Simpson, Bella 
Bella, Kitimat Village and Ocean Falla, and this 
has called for some long days of running, and 
going out in some nasty weather. This Is the nine¬ 
tieth year for the organized marine mission, and 
the Centennial year for Port Simpsem.” 

Since July, 1973, when they moved from Vic¬ 
toria to Prince Rupert, this energetic couple have 
coN-ered a lot of ground — and water. Their 
schedule is flexible.hecause of the air-.sea rescue 
calls. Intriguing names on their route: Egg Is¬ 
land. Pine Island, Bonilla Light and Macinnes 
Island. 

“We managed to visit Just about every place 
of habitation during the summer and early fall, 
and a good thing, too, because the weather last 
winter was particularly rough. Found out a lot 
about our ability as seamen, from tricks to keep 
your stomach in place to how to become accus¬ 
tomed to wearing rubber clothing every time we 
went outside. Thank goodness for a good experi¬ 
enced captain and a willing crew,” e.xplain Bob 
and Celia. 

“Our work with the people of the lighthouses 
still includes the sharing of life in general. Our 
library helps the mothers, who are also the school 
teachers, as an extra resfxirce beyond the corre¬ 
spondence lists. We had a gift of 539 books from 
the children of the J. R. Robertson School in 
Toronto, books they had read and enjoyed, then 
bought copies for the mission. The move to au- 
tomaticHi of the lighthouses loom.s large as these 
people face a change in their lives. 

"There is something special alxiut l)eing to¬ 
gether In Christian love and concern, both on 
board ship and as we call on the Indian villages, 
the lighthouses, logging camps and others living 
scattered along the northern British Columbia 
coast” 

Diary of Crosby V might read: Christmas we 
visited with Frenchy and Albert at Eucott Boy. 
They are two pioneers. 50 years here, in fact, and 
83 and 87 years old. Ted Mar.sh of Klemlu and 
Fred Bolton of Hartley Bay are dedicated lay 
readers. We share worship with the "new” com¬ 
munity of Ocean Falls. We minister to the Angli-

can and United people with the help of the Roman 
Catholic priest in the Roman Catholic.church, the 
only church building still usable. At Bella Bella we 
see the part the new R. W. Large Hospital, under 
Dr. Bob Henderson, M.D., is playing in Its des¬ 
tiny. The community of Rivers Inlet cares for 
those living in isolation at old canneries and float 
houses in its bays. 

At Hartley Bay Celia is now known as Wee- 
Inn-loothlk, or Raven-in-a-big-nest, a name given 
to share the love of the pe<^]e, and which Bob 
and Celia accept as "amazing grace.” And then 
there was the \isit to Victoria where more than 
200 people visited the ship- the Crosby plays a 
part in all communities. 

This past summer Operation Outlook consist¬ 
ed of six Girl Guides, little and 'big, chosen from 
this province to travel with the Crosby to the 
various Indian villages where they met the girls 
in isolation and Joined them in crafts and singing. 


Both giNiups of young people received a deet)er 
understanding of the other’s culture. 

"The number of people on our route varies 
with the seasons,” said ^b Faris. "For Instance, 
at Namu there may be only eight people in 
winter, and 1,500 during the busy summer season. 
Another reason we are flexible.” 

Included with the first news letter of the 
Thomas Crosby V was the Time Line of the 
Marine Mission: 1662-Thomas Crosby left Wood- 
• stock, Ontario. 1814--He was ordained and went 
to Port SimpsiM, B.C.. and also sorved the coast 
in a large canoe with seven paddlers.. 1884 ~ 
Glad Tidings was built by Captain William Oliver 
for mission work. It (grated for 20 years wreck¬ 
ed in 1903 at SushertJe Bay, northern Vancouver 
Island. 1908 - Udol was donated by Captain Oli¬ 
ver. maiden trip l|)ec. 10, 1908, struck uncharted 
I'ock 6 mos. later and sank. 1909—Homespun was 
a small gas boat to fill in until a boat of suitable 
size could be built. 1912 — Thomas Crosby I — an 
oil-burning steamboat, 83.4 feet long, 18.5 foot 
beam, 116 gross toss. 1920 — Thomas cSx)sby 11 — 
three small boats including this one served the 
roast at this time. Crosby II was blown ashore on 
Sandspit. 1923 — Thomas Crosby ni — launched 
in this year and ser\'ed 15 years. 1938 — Thomas 
Crosby IV — same size as the first Crosby, based 
at Ocean Falls. 1S67 — Thomas Crosby V, the 
present ship which I have described. 

I was interested to learn from Uncle Roy^ 
WelKvood of Victoria that the Marine Mission 
holds a special place in VVellwood fondly history. 

His pioneering parents, Mr. anoSMrs. Robert 
Coixison WcUwood, were at Point ^kison light¬ 
house around 1880, and shortly thereafter moved 
to the Naas River, and were acquainted with both 
Thomas Crosby and Captain Oliver. 

They became good friends, and though the 
Wellwoods travelled back to Ontario, then back to 
New Westminster, where Roy was bom in IWl, 
the friendship continued over the years. 

When the Robert Wellwood family moved to 
the Indian Mission in Nanaimo, working under 
supervision of the Methodist Church end the de¬ 
partment of Indian Affairs for four years, the 
Crosbys and the Olivers were frequent visitors at 
ihelr home. 

Roy remembers a trip on the ill-fated Udal 
with Captain Oliver, boarding in Victoria harbor 
and cruising around Esqirimalt. The Royal Cana¬ 
dian Navy had just been set up. and Ihe ship 
HMCS Rainbow was in port.

will. It must contain some tannin, but not too 
much. The grain must be tight enough to keep the 
wine from leaking out yet the pores mtist allow 
the precious contents to breath. Oak Is the only 
wood which answers all these requirements. 

Hellmuth goes among the younger trees, rub¬ 
bing 9 ff the lower bud.s. forcing the leafy growth 
to the top for a straight, knot free trunk. 

Wlien the sap draw’s back in the autumn he 
will cut some of the larger oaks into logs the 
length of a barrel stave and cover them with 
leafy branches to prevent them from drying out 
too quickly. When the logs have reached the 
proi>er degree of dr>7iess staN-es will be quarter 
sawTi from them. That is. the flat boards will ra¬ 
diate out from the centre of the log like segments 
of an orange. This method wastes much wood but 
leaves an edge-grained stave that won’t twist or 
warj). 

The <'oo|)er’s uork«hop resembled a rroM 
beiueen a cHrp<>nter’s Nlin|> and a mediaeval 


torture chamber. From the walls hung an as- 
Nortment of augers, tapered boring 'tools, 
axes, adzes, hoops and expanders. On a work 
bench lay a distorted collectlott of wooden 
planes and spokeshaves that could have been 
tienigned by a mod man. 

Hellmuth eJamped a stave blank into a jig on 
a wooden horse, picked up a curved spokeshave 
and started billowing out the inside of the stave. 
The calloused skin on his broad strong hands was 
polished as smooth as the handles of the ancient 
i(X>l he held.

way to the Old Country. But the 
master of the baniue Gcoi*ge Emeo* 
brought word of having boarded a 
waterlogged and dismasted wreck 
off Cape Flattery, they knew It was 
not to be. For among the lost com¬ 
pany was the Rev. Robert Staines. 

But there were others to take up 
the torch. With the arrival of Amor 
de Cosmos, and the publishing of the 
British Colonist, Douglas, as gover¬ 
nor, knew no peace. In the summer 
of 3859, de Cosmos recounted the 


struggle for representation and paid 
honorable mention to the pioneer ef¬ 
forts of Rev. Staines and company. 

Today, Staines presents some¬ 
thing of an anomaly to historians. 
On the one hand, it can be argued 
that he was arrogant, Irascible and 
disloyal to the company he had 
•greed to serve; eertaixuy he was 
guilty of not having had the honor to 
resign his position before campaign¬ 
ing for a cause directly opposed to 
the aims of his employer and bene¬ 
factor. 

Perhaps the career and charac¬ 
ter of Rev. Robert John Staines 


have best been summed up by local 
historian James K. Nesbitt, who, 
tome years ago, wTote: ”, . . ^hr. 
Staines, whatever his faults of char¬ 
acter. could see plainly the need for 
reform If Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia ever were to pros¬ 
per. Land reform, but particularly 
an end of monopoly, were his alms. 

"People said he was disloyal to 
*he company, his benefactor and 
employer. But he was loyal to his 
lu’lnciples.”

Though some dolls are bnvught in 


for mini)!* lep.iii's by present day 
anxious little mothers, the bulk of 
Mary’s w^ork is with the older and 
often antique dolls. Like Annabel, 
who coukl lie called Ihe miracle doll. 

Annabel was nudging 80 and had 
been played with by several genera¬ 
tions. She was not only decrepit, but 
she was unusually constructed. Her 
head and legs were celluk»id. her 
body kid. and her hands china. Her 
face was Ixidlv bashed in. and the 
legs were damaged, loo. and cellu¬ 
loid is almost imiiossible to repair 
according to the doll Iwioks. Her 
ho6y needed rv-inforcement. her 
finger re-building, and tliough she 
had her original wig it needecl resl*>- 
ration. 

Several mem'iers ■►f the family in 


which she was the symbol of earlier, 
happier times, wanted to have her 
restored ai a present to their 
mother. 

It was an interesting challenge. 

They contrived the much-needed 
face lift, literally*. Chuck made new 
fingers for her. fleshed out the legs 
as you might say, and they put the 
body in shape. Mary* worked on the 
wig, and finally a cosmetic job res¬ 
tored her face to youthful,bloom. 

Mary put her faded cotton velvet 
dress throi^h a dye bath and made 
some minor improvements that 
made it look quite fresh. The t-ejuv'e- 
nated Annabel was w'elcomed back 
ecstatically into the bosom of her 
loving family. 

“It's so inlere'viing.” Mary say.s 
enthusiastically, "we never know 
what kind of a doll we’ll get or what 
interesting people we'll meet.” 

A doll collector from V*lct(»na 
brought in some doll’s heads to have 
the eyes replaced. While there she 
showed inleret in a doll that Mary 
was fixing up for the Courtenay and 
District Museum, but she did not 
elaborate on the reason for her in¬ 
terest. It was not until a co-in- 
cidence that occurred shortly after, 
that Mary discovered the unusual 
background of the Doily Walker 
which was the trade name of the 
duU. 

The doll had tieen used in a de¬ 
partment stni'e as a mannequin for 
children’s clothes, and it was suf- 
posed it had iieen manufactured for 
this purpose. It consists of a w’ooden 
frame, with the legs and arms 
hinged at the joint, a composition 
head and the squarish body of heavy- 
paper or light cardlmard. It has 
painted eyes and apparently once 
wore a wig which is now missing. It 
is 28 inches high. The Dolly Walker 
trade mark is stamped on it. 

'The co-incidence was that a lady 
brought in another dtill constructed 
on the same lines. The difference is. 
it has sleeping eyes. As it is more or 
less dis jointed, it isn’t certain that it 
is the exact size of the museutn 
piece. 

'The lady whii brought it in said it 
l*elonged to her m«*ther who had 
played with if a.s a child and she 
would like to have it restored f<»r a 
CTiristma-s present to this lady. 

Back went Mary to her doll 
books. She had l>een unable to firvi 
any information previously, hut a 
more thorough look turned up, the 
following information. 

The Dolly Walker was the cre¬ 
ation of Harry H. Coleman, a British 
subject who toured the C.S.A. per¬ 
forming as a Ventrihxiuist. Between 
1917 and 1923 he h»ok out several 
patents for a n<*n-mechanical doll 
which could walk, dance, sit or sleep 
and had either a wig or molded hair. 
It could also have {laLnleil eyes. 

One might suppose that he got 
his idea from his ventriloquist’s 
dummy. At any rate a numtier of 
the dolls were manu(actui*cd in the 
United States 

Mary hasn’t been able.fo get the 
museum doll to walk or dance 
when pulled forward as the lK4*k 
says — hut she has one arm <»ff 
which would affect her balance. 

Yes. indeed, there are many in¬ 
teresting facets to doll restoration
